Public hearing scheduled: — 


CPSC calls 
for public 
comments |

LONG BEACH, CA, MAY 11 

The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC) has called 
for public comment on ATV 
safety at a hearing scheduled for 
Jackson, Mississippi on May 30. Ina 
notice published in the May 8 Federal 
Register, the CPSC said, “The Com- 
mission requests members of the pub- 
lic to participate in this hearing. The 
Commission is particularly interested 
in participation from recreational 
and occupational owners and users 
of ATVs; persons who have been 
involved in accidents or who have 
been injured while riding an ATV; 
state and local government officials 
or organizations involved with ATV 
safety and training or state legisla- 
tion; persons or organizations in- 
volved in the testing and evaluation 
of ATVs; and manufacturers, distrib- 
utors, importers and retailers of ATVs. 
The hearing will specifically focus 
on the hazards associated with ATVs 
and ways the industry, the Commis- 
sion, state and local governments or 
voluntary standards organizations can 
address these hazards.”’ 

The published notice also broad- 
ened the scope of the CPSC investiga- 
tion, which has primarily been aimed 
at three-wheeled ATVs so far. In the 
notice, the CPSC said “The Commis- 
sion’s inquiry at this time is focused 
only on three and four wheel ATVs.” 


The CPSC’s stance that ATVs are 
inherently dangerous is clear in the 
notice, which says, “The Commis- 
sion staff believes that the basic con- 
figuration of ATVs, and their unique 
performance characteristics including 
dynamic stability and handling, ap- 
pear to play a major role in accidents 
involving ATVs. Many serious injur- 
ies and deaths reported in in-depth 
investigations conducted by the Com- 
mission staff resulted from loss of 
control of the ATV following an 
abrupt change in the equilibrium of 
the vehicle. A number of different 
factors, such as a change in terrain, or 
a sudden change in direction can 
contribute to the change in equili- 
brium. Thé subsequent loss of con- 
trol follows a pattern in which the 
machine overturns or the rider is 
thrown off. In many of these accidents, 
other factors such as drinking, riding | 
with passengers, or operating the 
vehicle illegally on paved roads, may 
obscure the pattern of loss of control 
as the critical element in the incident.” 

The notice goes on to say that 
“The Commission requests the pub- 
lic to provide it with information on 
ATVs and on what action, if any, it 
should take to adequately reduce or 
eliminate hazards associated with 
ATVs. The Commission is particu- 
larly interested in the views of per- 
sons who own or use ATVs in recrea- 
tional and occupational applications 
and who have specific observations 
about ATV handling characteristics; 
persons who belong to ATV clubs 
and/or racing associations . . .” 

Specific topics on which the hear- 
ing will focus include the general 
design of ATVs and how it influences 
injuries; any change to general or 
specific design that would reduce or 
eliminate injuries; the ability of chil- 
dren to control ATVs; methods for 














evaluating ATV performance; cur- 


rent activities to train adults and 
children to ride ATVs; information 
on accidents involving ATVs; volun- 
tary standards which might reduce 
ATV-related injuries; state and local 
laws regarding ATV use; design fea- 
tures which “take into account the 
hazards of overturning and loss of 
control;”’ and information on mar- 
keting of ATVs, especially ATVs tar- 
geted for children. 

Presentations at the hearing will 
be limited to five minutes; anybody 
who wants to make a presentation 
must make a request no later than 
May 24 and submit a written sum- 
mary of their presentation before May 
28; for more information contact 
Sheldon Butts, Deputy Secretary, 
CPSC, Washington, DC 20207, phone 
800/838-2772 or 301/492-8800.

Fight now, or regret it later 


Whenever there’s some threat 
to motorcycling or related acti- 
vities from the government or 
some radical environmental 
group, somebody pops up and advo- 
cates reasoned dialog with all parties 
involved as the way to handle the 
situation. I know what I’m talking 
about here: In the early 1970s, when 
the Sierra Club started raising hell 
over off-road vehicle use, one of the 
guys advocating reasoned dialog was 
me. It wasn’t a very popular stance, 
but it made sense to me, and some of 
the first stories I sold to Cycle News as 
an 18-year-old freelancer dealt with 
my theories of handling threats to 
dirt riding. 

It turned out that I was wrong in a 
big way. It turned out that the Sierra 
Club, and toa large degree, agents of 
the federal government, were inter- 
ested in getting every inch they could 
through negotiation and then going 
ahead and taking the rest any way 
they could. The word compromise, 
in terms of accommodating the legit- 
imate recreational interests of others, 
simply does not exist in the vocabu- 
lary of environmental extremists and 
government officials who share their 
view. There’s no dealing with these 
guys ina friendly, reasonable, logical 
discussion. 

If there was, it wouldn’t have taken 
a lawsuit to get the Bureau of Land 
Management to issue permits for the 
re-instatement of the Barstow-to- 








Vegas race. It wouldn’t have taken 
lawyers. All it would have taken was 
some compromise or discussion with 
the BLM and the Sierra Club. 

It took a lawsuit. 

Discussion didn’t work. 

Being nice guys didn’t work. 

Sometimes life is that way; some- 
times it takes brute force to get stuff 
done because no matter how right 
you are, the people you’re in conflict 
with don’t care, won’t listen or deal 
or be reasonable. 

And dealing with the government 
is always that way, whether it’s the 
U.S. Navy wanting to take prime rid- 
ing lands for practice bomb runs or 
the BLM wanting to close off public 
lands or the Consumer Product Safety 


. Commission’s Stuart “Ban ’Em” Stat- 


ler wanting to ban and recall all 
ATVs and maybe get around to sav- 
ing America from motorcycles after 


we're rid of the three-wheeled threat. 
I have been taking home stacks of 


Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion documents and pouring through 
them night after night, and the pat- 
tern I see disturbs me. I see Stuart 
“Ban ’Em” Statler, (who, incidentally, 
is a lawyer), as a closed-minded, deter- 
mined advocate of an immediate end 
to ATVs on this planet, or at least in 
America. I read transcripts of CPSC 
meetings and see Statler talk about a 
single lawsuit awarding money to a 
person who crashed; an ignorant jury 
bought a lawyer’s case that because 
an ATV requires rider input to stay 
on three wheels, it’s dangerous; the 
crasher cashed in on the case. As 
Statler told itata CPSC hearing, that 
case is proof that ATVs are inher- 
ently unstable and too dangerous. 

What I don't see Statler talk about 
is four other, similar cases — prose- 
cuted along the same angle by prod- 
uct liability lawyers — in which four 
juries rejected the crasher’s claims 
and awarded no money and assigned 
no blame to the ATVs involved. And 
what I see in the transcript is that 
when an ATV man invited to the 
hearing states that four other cases 
ran counter to the one case Statler 
cited, Statler ignores him. 

I read the transcripts, and find 
Statler arguing with ATV men over 
the top speed of a kid's ATV. Statler 
rejects the relatively-low top-speed 
figures given by the ATV men in 
response to Statler’s questioning. 
Statler states that he owns a small 
trailbike and that it goes much faster 
than the figure that ATV men give, 
and that since its engine isn’t any 
larger, the ATV men must not be tell- 
ing the truth. The ATV men try to 
explain that the small ATVs have re- 
strictors in the exhausts, with single- 
speed transmissions, centrifugal 
clutches and fat, power-sapping tires; 
Statler doesn’t buy any of it. I own a 
fleet of small ATVs, my kids ride 
them, and I know the ATV men 
spoke the truth. 

But trying to reason witha guy like 
Statler, judging from what I’ve read 
in the transcripts and documents, is 
like trying to talk to a drunk who's 
punching you in the face again and 
again, just as fast as he can pull back 
and hit. Statler has already labeled 
everybody involved in making and 
selling ATVs as being immoral and 
uncaring; he’s gone on TV and cited 
CPSC accident data that, upon close 
examination, includes non-applicable 
crashes; he’s decided to save us all 
from ATVs, facts be damned. 

CPSC staffers have expressed an 
interest in off-road motorcycles; CPSC 
memos have compared motorcycle 
injury numbers to ATV injury num- 
bérs. Government agencies never con- 
tract if bureaucrats like Statler can 
help it; they always expand in size 
and operations. It’s ATVs today, mo- 
torcycles tomorrow. 

If we don’t stop the Feds here and 





now over ATVs, it'll be a fight over 
Huskys and KTMs and for-sale road 
racers and dirt trackers soon. 

There’s a way to deal with Statler 
and company, but it’s not by cooper- 
ating and rolling over and being nice 
guys. 

The way to deal with Statler is with 
brute force, resistance, refusal to co» 
operate or support his view that any- 
thing this side of a bullet-proof limo 
in a parking lot is way too dangerous. 

The ultimate answer may turn out 
to be a lawsuit, nice and complicated, 
supported by riders like the one that 
led to the return of the Barstow-to- 
Vegas race, only big enough and 
involved enough to tie up the CPSC 
until well after Statler’s term expires 
and some more reasonable people are 
appointed. 

The now-ongoing voluntary stan- 
dards process involving CPSC staffers 
and the ATV manufacturers can be 
delayed for 18 months or two years by 
a petition or complaint filed at the 
right moment — we'll be back to you 
on the right moment — and the 
CPSC can’t recall or ban ATVs while 
a voluntary standard is being formu- 
lated. 

But for now, right now, there’s 
something that can be done by any 
single motorcyclist or ATV pilot con- 
cerned about this government attempt 
to tell us what is or is not good for us. 
The key is public input, input forc- 
ing the CPSC and its Congressional 
keepers to face the fact that rider edu- 
cation and the use of safety equip- 
ment is the way to halt injuries 
caused by blatant mis-use of ATVs by 
ignorant, drunk, or just-plain-stupid 
crashers. The key is you and your 
friends and your family and your co- 
workers getting out paper and pen 
and envelopes and stamps and writ- 
ing letters or simple notes or even a 
single line telling the feds that ATVs 
and motorcycles aren’t like hair dry- 
ers and toasters, and that we don’t 
need to be saved by the likes of them. 

The key to ATV and motorcycle 
safety is rider education, not vehicle 
erradication. 

Don’t be a nice guy and lose.

Tires 


As a sport rider and amateur road 
racer, I need the best tires I can get 
and I need them delivered on time. 
Lately, delivery has been a problem 
with Metzeler tires. 

One Metzeler distributor told me 
that the tire I wanted in early March, 
and had seen advertised in February, 
wouldn't be available until May or 
June. Three weeks later another dis- 
tributor told me July! The tires 
haven't even been made yet in West 
Germany, but Metzeler has issued 
catalogs to its distributors, and deal- 
ers are advertising them for sale. 
Orders are being accepted and: back- 
ordered with no indication of realis- 
tic availability dates. 

Several experienced tire people 
across the country have indicated 
that Metzeler releases catalog sheets 
for a range of tire sizes/compounds, 
then waits to see how many orders 
accumulate for specific tires as an 
indication of market size. Not enough 
orders ... no tires. Enough orders 
. =. tires months after you need them.

Superbowl win

Consistency was the key for Team Honda’s 
David Bailey tonight inside the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum for the 10th round of 
the AMA/Miller High Life Supercross Series. 


Even though Bailey didn’t win 
either main motos, a 3-2 score 
was enough to capture the over- 
all before over 46,500 specta- 
tors for his first supercross win of the 
1985 season; he became the eighth 
different rider to win a supercross 
event this year. Unfortunately for 
Bailey, his win comes too late in the 
season to put him in contention for 
the points lead; the current Grand 
National and 500cc National Cham- 
pion started the supercross year off 
slowly after suffering a few crashes 
and minor injuries. 

Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, who 
went into the Superbowl with a slight 
point lead over Team Yamaha's Broc 
Glover, didn’t have one of his better 
nights but did manage a sixth over- 
all, while Glover ended up finishing 
second with a 2-4 outing. This means 
that Ward and Glover are officially 
tied in points for the lead with one 
round remaining to be held in the 
Rose Bowl in Pasadena, California, 
August 17. 

Honda’s Ron Lechien and last 
week’s Dallas Supercross winner, 
Yamaha's Rick Johnson, went into 





tonight’s race third and fourth in 
points (within 13 of Ward). Johnson 
easily won the first moto but couldn’t 
make things click in the second, fin- 
ishing 11th for fourth overall. Lechien 
could only muster an eighth in the 
first moto but came back to win the 
second and take third overall. 

In the 125cc Pro-Am main, Hon- 
da’s Larry Brooks collected his second 
win of the series after a very exciting 
dogfight with Kawasaki-mounted 
Rodney Barr. Yamaha rider Mark 
Murphy finished third. 

It was an evening filled with tight 
racing on a track that some riders 
claimed was too dangerous, especially 
one section filled with very rough 
stutter bumps, which then made a 
sharp U-turn running parallel to on- 
coming traffic. Only haybales sepa- 
rated the two-way traffic, and riders 
were concerned that people could get 
out of shape, run off the course and 
collide with on-coming traffic. A 
threatened boycott never materialized. 
Heats 

Kawasaki’s Goat Breker and Hon- 


da’s Bob Hannah started the evening 
off with a duel for the lead in the first

heat race. Breker took the holeshot 
just ahead of Hannah, Yamaha riders 
Jim Holley and Eric Eaton, and Suzu- 
ki rider Brian Myerscough. 

Breker and Hannah quickly pulled 
away from the rest of the pack, keep- 
ing close tabs on each other. The 
Kawasaki rider gained about two 
bikelengths on Hannah, but that 
margin narrowed as the race drew to 
aclose. Hannah moved in and touched 
Breker’s rear wheel a couple of times 
in the turns on the narrow track, but 
Breker was not intimidated. He held 
his ground and started pulling away 
from Hannah by a few yards and took 
the win. Hannah finished second, 
while Holley took third. 

Heat two was all Bailey’s. He 
grabbed the holeshot and took con- 
trol from there and was the first rider 
to clear two double-jumps in one 
leap during a race. Team Husqvar- 
na’s Micky Dymond held second for a 
lap, jumping the quads also. But he 
endoed.in the whoops during the 
second lap and got trapped under his 
bike until someone pulled the bike 
off him. By that time he was last. 
This gave Honda rider Terry Fowler 
second and Yamaha’s Keith Bowen 
third. A lap later, Bowen moved past 
Fowler for second. A few laps later, 
Team Suzuki's Scott Burnworth also 
slipped by Fowler. At the finish it 
was Bailey, Bowen and Burnworth. 

Team Honda’s Johnny O’Maraand 
Johnson stole the 1-2 positions at the 
start of the third heat, while Honda 
rider Jeff Hicks and Kawasaki's Mark 
Barnett trailed. Quickly, O'Mara and 
Johnson pulled away while engag- 
ing in aclose dice; while Barnett dove 
underneath Hicks in a turn taking 
over third, 

Up front, Johnson was inches be- 
hind O'Mara; then he landed a little 
short over a double jump and lost a 
bikelength or two to O’Mara which 
he couldn’t regain. O’Mara won it, 
followed by Johnson and Barnett. 
JoJo Keller finished fourth. 

Glover nailed the holeshot in heat 
four just ahead of Team Suzuki’s 
Erik Kehoe and Ward. But before 
Kehoe could complete the first lap, 
he crashed in the whoops dropping 
to the back of the pack. After the first 
lap, it was Glover, Ward, Lechien 
and Team Suzuki's A.J. Whiting. 

Glover, Ward and Lechien were 
close together and pulling away. Ward 
tried to sneak under Glover but got 
out of shape instead, allowing Lechien 
to pull alongside of him. Ward out- 
braked Lechien to hold on to second. 
Three laps from the end, Lechien 
became sideways in the whoops and 
overshot the next turn and pegged 
the haybales. He dropped it but still 
salvaged third. 

Ward pressured Glover again, until 
Glover's front wheel washed out at 








the top of the peristyle turn handing 
Ward the lead. At the finish it was 
Ward, Glover and Lechien. 


Semis 

Yamaha rider Danny Storbeck took 
the early lead in the first semi, fol- 
lowed by Hicks, Keller and Eaton. 
Then Eaton stuffed Keller in a turn 
and set after Hicks. But Hicks crashed 
while trying to pass Storbeck; he 
double-jumped by the Yamaha rider 
but lost it and went off the track. 
Storbeck repassed Hicks there, then 
Hicks looped it. Shortly after, Storbeck 
also looped out and gave the lead to 
Eaton. Keller followed in second while 
Myerscough worked his way up to 
third after passing Yamaha rider Alley 
Semar. 

Kawasaki rider Mark McLaren took 
the semi two holeshot and led for a 
lap before Fowler snuck inside of 
him in a right turn. Yamaha rider 
Gordon Ward followed in third. 

Two laps later, McLaren went off 
the track after the finish-line jump 
giving second to Ward and third to 
Yamaha-mounted Scooter Stafford. 
Heading up the peristyle jump, Staf- 
ford motored past Ward for second, 
then Ward was heavily pressured by 
Honda rider Greg Zitterkopf and 
Whiting. When the checkered flag 
came out, it was Fowler, Stafford, 
Ward and Zitterkopf. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Kawasaki rider Ricky Ryan shot 
into the lead in the LCQ, but Whit- 
ing pulled alongside of him heading 
into the first set of whoops. Whiting 
went into the whoops a little too hot 
and crashed, taking out his team- 
mate, Russ Wageman. Yamaha rider 
Jon Ortner fell into second but even- 
tually dropped back when Hicks and 
Kehoe slipped by. 

With Ryan way out in front, the 
battle for the last transfer spot turned 
into a duel between Hicks and Kehoe. 
Over the set of quad jumps, Kehoe 
jumped them all, while Hicks doubled 
which was enough to give Kehoe 
second. A lap later, Hicks crashed in 
the whoops while still pressuring 
Kehoe. Ryan took the win ahead of 
Kehoe and Hick. 

Main 

The start of the first main saw 
Breker and Johnson drag race down 
the long straight — Johnson won the 
drag. Ward, on the other hand, jump- 
ed the gun and got caught by the 
backwards-falling gate; he was dead 
last heading into the first turn. “They 
held the gate for a long time and my 
clutch got hot,” said Ward. “The 
bike started creeping, and I couldn’t 
hold it back.” 

As the field finished half-a-lap, it 
was Johnson leading the way ahead 
of Breker, Glover, Fowler, Barnett

and Bailey. Ward was back in 14th, 

A lap later, Glover jumped the 
quads, passing Breker in the process 
and taking over second. For the next 
three laps, Fowler was holding his 
own in fourth, keeping Barnett and 
Bailey at bay. During the third lap, 
Bailey slipped by Barnett and then 
Fowler a lap later. 

By this time, Ward had worked his 
way back up to 10th, had just passed 
O'Mara for ninth and was closing in 
on Hannah when he crashed over the 
quads. “I was jumping over the quads, 
and Hannah did it too,” said Ward. 
“IL had him cleanly then-he moved 
over in front of me. I had so much 
momentum that I landed on his rear 
wheel, then he kind of put the bind- 
ers on and down I went.” 

Ward quickly remounted but 
dropped back to around 15th place. 

Once Bailey got around Fowler, he 
then set his sights on Breker and 
reeled the Kawasaki rider in. Glued 
to Bailey’s rear fender was Bowen. A 
lap later, Bailey dove inside of Breker 
in a turn, took over third and was 
about four seconds behind Glover, 
who was trailing Johnson by a few 
seconds. With five laps to go, it was 
Johnson leading followed by Glover, 
Bailey, Breker, Bowen, Barnett, 
O'Mara, Burnworth and Lechien. A 
lap later, Lechien passed Burnworth 
over the quad jumps, and Ward did 
the same the next time around. ` 

Both O’Mara and Ward were on 
the move: O'Mara passed Breker on 
the inside, while Ward began pres- 
suring Lechien. Hannah spent the 
entire moto about mid-pack. 

At the finish it was Johnson witha 
comfortable lead over Glover, who 
had about the same distance over Bai- 
ley. After Bailey it was Bowen, 
O’Mara, Breker, Barnett, .Lechien, 
Ward, Burnworth, Hannah and top 
privateer Myerscough. 

Between motos, Hannah decided 
to sit the second moto out because of 
injuries he suffered during the race. 
Honda’s Race Team Manager, Dave 
Arnold, said that Hannah ‘‘faced” a 
jump very hard and jammed both his 
wrists and an ankle. 

The second moto saw Bailey grab 
the holeshot but he got snuffed by 
Lechien heading into the whoops. In 
third was Glover followed by Ward, 
O’Mara, Burnworth and Barnett. 
Johnson got stuck in the starting 
gate this time, and his explanation 
was similar to Ward’s: “My clutch 
was dragging a little bit, and they 
waited really long to drop the gate. It 
pulled me right into the gate and 
there was nothing I could do. Then I 
tried to pull back, but I didn’t pull 








back far enough which wasted time. I 
just thought, ‘Stop! rewind, let’s do it 
again!” 

Now it was Johnson’s turn to come 
from behind, but, like Ward, he crash- 
ed a few laps later over the quad jump 
while working his way up through 
the pack. “I was passing a bunch of 
riders that were all over the track,” 
said Johnson. “I jumped the quads 
and one of them crossed in front of 
me, and I tried to correct for it in the 
air; instead, I just hit my back wheel 
on the fourth jump and slid out. It 
was no major deal, but I bruised my 
thigh. After the start, I started ro ride 
as fast as possible, and I think that’s 
what I did wrong. I rode too hard and 


over my head — that’s how come I 


fell. It probably wasn’t real smart of * 


me to jump the quads with slow rid- 
ers in the way.” 

After the third lap, it was Lechien 
way out in front followed by Bailey, 
Glover, Ward, O'Mara, Barnett, Bow- 
en, Burnworth, Eaton and Myers- 
cough. Then O’Mara pulled ałong- 
side of Ward in a wide sweeper turn, 
edged out in front by a half-bike- 
length, then crashed hard in the 
whoops. 

Ward reeled-in Glover and eventu- 
ally passed him over a double jump. 
While things settled down up front, 
Johnson was picking riders off until 
he had taken control of | 1th. At the 
finish it was Lechien, Bailey, Ward, 
Glover, Bowen, Barnett and Myers- 
cough. 

_“TI feel pretty bad,” said Johnson 
afterwards. “I was riding good to- 
night; if I was having a bad night and 
didn’t really ride good, it wouldn't 
have bothered me. I should’ve won 
this one.” 

“I got a good start,” said Ward, 
“and those guys are really fast, but I 
was closing on them. I tangled with 
Glover and Johnny a couple of times 
and I would've won the race if I was 
out in front, because I was going the 
speed — no problem.” 


125cc Pro-Am 

In the first 125cé Pro-Am qualifier, 
Brooks took the holeshot but was 
closely followed by Barr, Greg Trachy 
(Kaw), Todd Campbell (KTM) and 
Suzuki’s Bobby Moore. A lap later 
Brooks pulled a slight lead then lost 
it when he endoed over a double 
jump. “I started screwing up in my 
mind,” said Brooks, “thinking I was 
too good, and then I crashed. After 
that I went back to riding corner-to- 
corner.” 

Brooks re-entered the race in fifth 
and started picking off riders until he 
was in second. At the checkered flag,

Barr had a safe lead over Brooks, Car- 


rol Richardson (Kaw), Suzuki’s Bobby 
Moore and Campbell. : 
Suzuki rider Drey Dircks took the 


. second qualifier holeshot but was. 


quickly passed by Kawasaki-mounted 
Bader Manneh. Suzuki’s Mike Hea- 
ley was third followed by Kawasaki 
rider Eddie Warren and Billy Frank. 
Soon after, Dircks dropped back to 
fifth, while Manneh, Healey and War- 
ren fought for the lead.. Two laps 
from the finish, all three riders tangled 
ina sharp left turn, but they all man- 
aged to maintain their original posi- 
tions. Manneh took the win ahead of 
Healey, Warren, Frank and Dircks. 
Brooks grabbed the early lead at 
the start of the main but was passed 
by Barr when the Honda rider overshot 


a turn and almost crashed. But Brooks 


retaliated a lap later when Barr landed 
a little short over adouble jump, and 
Brooks flew past. The rest of the race, 
Brooks held on to a bikelength lead 
over Barr, then Barr made a last-lap 
charge that almost succeeded. 

Two turns from the finish, Barr 
came up and rammed Brooks from 
behind; that sent Barr over the bars, 
and put Brooks into the haybales. 
Brooks barely saved it and went on to 
take the win, while Barr picked up 
his mount and finished second. “I 
started making a few mistakes think- 
ing I had it all wrapped up” said 
Brooks. “Rodney kept coming and 
he got a little too excited there at the 
end when he tried to go over the top 
of me. He took off half the skin on my 
arm, because he hit me so hard. But 
he rode really good tonight, and I’m 


just happy I came out the winner.” @ `

GSXBR750s finish 
first, second in 


Franee

LE MANS, FRANCE, APR. 27-28 


The privately-run Zone Rouge Suzuki team 
led by French Grand Prix ace Guy Bertin 
backed up by Phillipe Guichon and Bernard 
Millet won the LeMans 24-hour race and were 


followed home by the similar 
works GSXR750 Suzuki of ex- 
endurance champions Richard 

-Hubin and Herve Moineau, 
who had a troubled race. The much- 
fancied works Hondas both retired 
with frame breakages in the early 
hours of the morning. 

In a race full of incidents that was 
marred by the death of French Kawa- 
saki rider Dominique Litaudon who 
crashed after only five laps, almost all 
of the fancied runners struck trouble. 
The brand-new works Rothmans 





Hondas both retired within 10 min- 
utes of each other after they had dom- 
inated the first half of the event. It 
was around the engine mounts that 
the frame broke and after Bolle had 
called into the pits to report handling 
problems the fault was found and the 
team manager called in the other 
machine and ordered its retirement 
after finding signs of a similar failure. 

The number two works Suzuki of 
Jean-Pierre Oudin and Patrick De 
Radigues was in second place when 
the leading Honda of Sarron, Bolle 
and Battistini retired but De Radigues 








crashed and after the machine was 
repaired they had dropped to eighth. 
At that point their teammates Herve 
Moineau and Richard Hubin, the 
fastest men in practice, were third 12 
laps down on the new leader, the Ber- 
tin Suzuki. 

The Oudin, De Radigues effort 
finally ended two hours later when it 
was realized that De Radigues would 
not be able to ride again thanks to an 
injured arm. Oudin had already com- 
pleted a double session in his absence 
and would have had to rest for half 
an hour every three to be allowed to 
complete the race as the Suzuki works 
bikes use only two riders. The battle 
for the lead became tense as the Bertin 
Suzuki defended a slender lead over 
the semi-works Kawasaki ridden by 
Jean Monnin, Roger Sibille and 
Christian Berthod. This 1050cc ma- 
chine, eligible for LeMans because it 
is not a world championship event 
with a 750cc limit, was based on a 
GPz900R Ninja. 

The Bertin Suzuki hung grimly to 
a one-lap lead as they reached 556 
laps in 17 hours and then the pressure 
was taken off them as the Kawasaki 
struck gearbox problems and dropped 
back. They struggled on with fewer 
and fewer gears for a while before 
taking the engine out and replacing 
it. This was performed in double- 
quick time and still enabled them to 
finish seventh and win the Produc- 
tion class. 





The Bertin Suzuki was then left to 
defend a 10-lap lead over the Moi- 
neau works bike which continued its 
troubled race and ended with a large 
lump of foam fitted around the engine 
to absorb leaking oil. Things had 
started to go wrong for the top Suzuki 
pairing during the warm-up session 
on the morning of the race when 
Moineau crashed. The bike was re- 
paired in time to start the race but 
refused to run properly and spent 
several periods in the pits until it was 


. sorted out. It was down in 44th place 


after the first hour and it took some 
determined riding to get it back on 
the leaderboard.

Test:1985 Suzuki RM25Of 
Better than ever?

Not long ago, life was sweet for Suzuki: 
Mark Barnett won three-straight 125cc Na- 
tional Championships and a Supercross 


Championship; Kent 


250cc National Championship 
twice in a row; Suzuki main- 
tained its stranglehold in the 
125cc Motocross World Cham- 
pionship and Brad Lackey became 
America’s first 500cc World. Cham- 
pion on a Suzuki — pretty impres- 
sive. Suzuki's around-the-world suc- 
cess was reflected at local motocrosses 
around the country with many pri- 
vateer racers clad in Suzuki's yellow- 
and-blue team colors. 

How quickly times have changed. 
In 1983, things started going sour for 
Suzuki when, it. released the RM-D 





Howerton won the 


models; although the 125 was a decent 
motocrosser, the 250 made a giant 
step backwards compared to the hot 
1982 RM250Z, because it was slow - 
and didn’t handle. The all-new 1984 
RM250 was much better than the 
RM-D, but it still lacked that needed 
punch in the motor department, es- 
pecially when compared to the Honda 
CR250 and the Yamaha YZ250. 
Now we have the 1985 RM250F, 


` which looks almost ‘identical to the 


’84 despite minor graphic changes — 
its internal refinements that make the 
new RM a step above the '84. Suzuki

close to being the class champ, so 
they focused their attention on the 
bike’s shortcomings and left the rest 
alone. 

The motor needed the most revi- 
sion, because it didn’t produce enough 
power down low when exiting turns, 
especially tight ones, nor did the RM 
have a sufficient amount of top-end 
speed. But it did have potent mid-range. 
Toimprove the ’85 RM motor, Suzuki 
concentrated on the already-proven 
mid-range and made it stronger and 
broader, then touched-up low-end 
and top-end for smoother acceleration. 
This took a combination of tricks. 
The first move was to toss the 36mm 
flat-slide carburetor for one 2mm 
larger. This alteration alone gave the 
Suzuki better mid-range punch and 
more power on top. 

The connecting rod was lengthened 
8mm to 128mm, and an aluminum 
spacer plate was installed between 
the bottom of the cylinder and the 
engine cases; bore and stroke remain 
the same at 70 x 64mm. This improved 
the piston’s leverage on the crank and 


widened the Suzuki’s powerband, ` 


making it easier to manage. And 
ports were changed to give the Suzuki 
a bit more power throughout the 
powerband. 

Besides the 246cc engine being 
painted gray (instead of traditional 
black) the rest remains exactly. the 
same right down to its three-petal 
reed-valve case-induction chamber, 
water-cooling (two radiators) to its 
piston using one ring; however, the 
compression ratio is slightly down to 
8.4:1 from 8.5:1. The exhaust pipe still 
exits the cylinder through a center 
port, makes a few bends eventually 


finding its way along the right side of * 


the motorcycle where it meets a re- 
buildable aluminum silencer. To 
reach the silencer’s core, though, four 
pop-rivets must be drilled out which 
takes too much time and effort; screws

The water pump is connected to 
the right of the crankshaft and pro- 
trudes from the right case cover just 
in front of the clutch housing, while 
well protected from rocks and other 
bikes (in case of collision) by the 
exhaust pipe. 

Stuffed inside the relatively-small 
engine cases is the same five-speed 
constant-mesh transmission and wet 
multi-plate clutch. Although the in- 
ternal gear ratios are not changed, the 
rear sprocket is one tooth smaller; the 
drive chain is handled by either a 
#520 D.I.D. ora Takasago (RK) using 
116 links. (Our Suzuki came with a 
Takasago.) ‘ 

The huge airbox is mounted entire- 
ly on the right side of the frame pro- 
tecting a single oiled-foam air filter 
from dust and grit. Like last year, 
there are four circular indentations 
on the outside of the airbox cover 
where extra air vents can be cut out 
for better breathing. : 

Producing juice fora BBEGV spark 
plug is Suzuki’s PEI system. 

The Suzuki’s frame has a single 
downtube from the steering stem then 
splits into a double cradle where the 
exhaust pipe meets the cylinder. Bolt- 
ed to the bottom of the frame is an 
aluminum brake-pedal guard, as in- 
troduced last year. The 58.1-inch 
wheelbase, 14.6-inch ground clear- 
ance and 33-inch seat height are un- 
changed. Rake and trail was slightly 
altered to improve turning quick- 
ness; the rake was changed to 30° 
from 28°, while the trail was short- 
ened to 4.3 inches from 4.4 inches. 

Even though most riders agreed 
the Suzuki’s Full-Floater rear sus- 
pension was the best of the bunch last 
year, the Kayaba shock was modified 
to improve rear wheel action over the 
smaller bumps, especially during 
braking for turns. Changes. included 
valving, compression and rebound 
damping revisions as well as a differ- 


gatckate spring; The jshorky hag 17 











compression and 21 rebound exter- 
nal damping settings compared to 
only four (both rebound and com- 
pression) last year. Wheel travel stays 
the same at 13.0 inches. 

The Kayaba front forks also have 
more adjustability than those on last 
year’s RM: instead of eight compres- 
sion damping adjustments, there are 
now 17 and new damper ‘ods make 
each adjustment click more sensitive. 
Stanchion tubes are 43mm, with blue 
fork boots and yellow plastic fork leg 
protectors. The telescopic, air-adjust- 
able forks deliver 11.8 inches of wheel 
travel. 

New this year is the front hydraulic 
disc brake, replacing the 1984's double- 
leading drum; unlike Kawasaki, Hon- 
da and Yamaha, which use braided 
stainless steel hoses, Suzuki uses a 
rubber hose with a hard plastic cover. 
The disc itself is drilled with many 
holes to reduce weight. 

The rear brake is a double-leading- 
shoe drum linked by a cable toa non- 
folding brake pedal. Both front and 
rear rims have straight-pull spokes 
and gold anodized aluminum-alloy 
rims with four-ply 100/80-21 M37 
(front) and 130/8018 M38 (rear) Bridge- 
stone tires. Dry weight is 1.4 pounds 
lighter for 1985 at 212 Ibs. 

The new Suzuki is easy to kick 
over, but rarely fires on the first kick; 
usually it takes three or four jabs in 
quick succession when the engine is 
hot or cold. (No throttle when cold, 
about half or full throttle when warm.) 
There is plenty of clearance between 
the footpeg and the kickstarter at the 
bottom of the stroke, preventing 
smashed ankles. 

Even when new, the RM doesn’t 
have a pleasant tone to the ear; it 
sounds raspy and harsh, and since the 
silencer is hard to rebuild, aftermarket 
silencer companies will likely be kept 
busy answering the call from Suzuki 
owners for something better. And it 
doesn’t take long for the stock silencer 
to clog with oil, adding to the prob- 
lem. 

Once on the track, the Suzuki feels 
much like last year’s RM but with 
more power. The engine’s power- 
band is similar, but there is just more 
horsepower everywhere; there’s more 
pull down low (but still not enough); 
mid-range is stronger; and top-end is 
slightly increased (but there still needs 
to be a little more). The major differ- 
ence is the broader spread of mid- 
range power and smoother transition 
off the bottom to the middle of the 
powerband. 

Trying to get the Suzuki out of a 
tight turn fast is still difficult, al- 
though easier than it was last year. 
The clutch has to be fanned in those 
situations, but since the Suzuki now 
has a smoother powerband, the clutch 
can be used without the worry of hav- 
ing the front end climb up uncon- 
troffably like i€did la8t'year. Without

the clutch, the motor tends to bog a bit. 

It’s a relief when the Suzuki comes 
on the pipe and hits the middle of the 
powerband — that’s where the RM 
really hooks-up and flies, much more 
so than the °84 Suzuki. The rear 
knobby digs into the earth causing 
the front wheel to rise off the ground 
a few inches while pulling away from 
the pack; it loses a little of that pull- 
ing power when tapped out in each 
gear but not as much as it used to. 
The key to riding the RM quickly is 
to keep it in the middle of the power- 
band.and keep it there by shifting up 
another gear before it gets completely 
wrung out. 

Ever since the first Full-Floater- 
suspended RM250 emerged back in 
1981, they have all suffered from the 
case of vibration-itis that has driven 
most Suzuki riders crazy. Finally, the 
factory did something about it, because 
the new RM doesn't vibrate or rattle 
atall. The whole package is tight and 
well built. 

It’s hard to believe, but last year’s 
RM, the best suspended 250cc moto- 
crosser on the track, has been replaced 
by the even-better-suspended ‘85 
Suzuki. The only complaint we had 
with the '84 RM’s rear suspension 
was its harsh ride over smaller bumps 
anda tendency to kick under braking 
for turns. Valving changes to the 
shock and a lighter spring rate have 
made all the difference in the world; 
the RM now soaks up the little stuff 
100% better without losing stability 
over large, rolling whoops. The more 
a pilot rides the Suzuki, the more 
confident he becomes; soon, he can 
plow through the roughest bumps 
without losing faith in the back end. 
That lets the rider concentrate on 
other things, such as setting up a pass 
in the next turn. 

But the Suzuki still shines best over 
the big bumps, and the harder it is 
pushed, the better it works. The qual- 
ity of the Kayaba shock seems as good 
as ever, because it doesn’t sag out or 
lose its excellent performance after a 
few rides; fading at the end of a long 
moto is barely noticeable. 

The fork on the Suzuki is right up 
theré in performance with the back

end; it has smooth action in just 
about every situation. Braking from 
high speeds sometimes brings on 
some twitching but nothing to get 
sweaty palms:about. 


Overall handling and the general 
feel of the RM generates mixed opin- 
ions — either you really like, or you 
hate it. First of all, the RM has a 
strange bar/seat/peg relationship that 
takes a while to adapt to, especially if 
you've been riding Hondas or Yama- 
has most of your life. The front of the 
motorcycle is low, and the handlebar 
is close to the rider, while the rear end 
is tall and wide (asis the seat and tank 
junction). For long-time RM riders, 
this isnothing new, and they will feel 
right at home on the '85 Suzuki. New 
Suzuki riders will quikly notice how 
the rear portion of the seat (where it 
wraps around the rear fender) will 
come up and smack them in the butt 
over the bumps or while jumping, 
but a slight adjustment in riding 
style will deal with that. The Suzuki 
forces the rider into one position to 
ride it fast, keeping his weight as 
high and as far back as possible and 
letting the rear suspension do all the | 
work. Some riders also complained 
of feeling a little cramped aboard the 
RM. 


Tight tracks are not the best for the 
RM. Trying to cut through a hairpin 
turn without the use of a berm can be 
tricky; the RM tends to drift out wide 
after the apex. The Suzuki can be 
hard to turn, because it lacks power 
off the bottom and it’s hard to get the 
bike leaned over without it rising 
back up too soon. It has to be stuffed 
into the berms with the gas on and 
the rider’s weight far forward; it’s the 
same for wider turns — find a berm, 
lean'it over as far as possible, clutch it 
and blast out of there in a hurry. 


The worst kind of turns for the 
Suzuki are the super tight ones that 
have an incline immediately after, 
because the revs easily drop and the 
motor bogs until the clutch is fanned. 
Luckily we never had any problems 
with our clutch dragging or slip- 
ping, but we have heard of a few cases

does offer optional heavy-duty clutch 
plates. 

The Suzuki loves to be jumped, 
part of the RM tradition for many 
years; they've always been very stable 
and predictable in the air, and take- 
offs rarely kick the back end higher 
than the front, which comes in handy 
with all the double-jumps these days. 
It quickly gains altitude with a quick 
blip of the throttle, and if the Suzuki 
lands a little short and catches the lip 
of the second double-jump, the shock 
absorbs the impact without pitching 
the rider over the bars. And it rarely 
ever bottoms. 

Shifting is very smooth and easy on 
the RM. The shiftlever is simple to 
find, and it only takes a quick little 
tap to catch the next gear with, or 
without, the clutch. Getting the Suzu- 
ki off the starting line quickly is 
much easier this year becasue of the 
good transmission and more-coopera-

The new 
chassis replaced the one used by 
Springsteen at San Jose, where the 
bike’s terrific wobbles impressed 
everybody with Springsteen’s ability 
to hang on. That frame turned out to 
‘be both cracked and bent from Spring- 
steen's crash at the Sacramento Mile 
earlier this season. Chmiel went out 
of his way to point out that without 
the help of Megacycle Cams he and 
Springsteen would not have been 
able to have the new chassis in time 
for Ascot. 

New on Springsteen's Harley- 
Davidson was a two-into-one stainless 
steel SuperTrapp exhaust system. “It 
really jumps off the turns,” said 
Springsteen when asked how the sys- 
tem, which replaced the usual dual 
pipes, worked. “It hits hard. Hope- 
fully it'll work on the miles and give 
us less weight, so the bike won’t beso 
heavy.” 

The top 10 qualifiers were rounded 
out by Alex Jorgensen on his Honda 
at 22.291, Scott Pearson (Hon) at 
22.299 and rookie Roger Thompson 
(H-D) also at 22.299. 


Heats 

Chandler jumped out front in the 
first 10-lap heat race for starting grid 
position, and pulled a lead. Jorgensen 
came from about fifth to take second 
place with Pearson challenging. Pear- 
son ran it into the corners harder 
than Jorgensen or Chandler, making 
up ground in turn one and turn 
three. But Jorgensen and Chandler 
both had better drives off turns two 
and four, and Jorgensen’s second- 
place ride ended with his bike spit- 
ting flames out the exhausts and 
Pearson blasting past. Jorgensen pit- 
ted, out for the night with ignition 
trouble; Pearson finished second to 
Chandler, ahead of Don Howard (H- 
D) and Randy Green (H-D). 

Gary Scott got the holeshot off the 
line at the start of the second heat 
riding his K&K Motorcycle Supply/L. 
Dickie/ Jack Sisemore Harley-David- 
son instead of the Honda he’s been 
using on mile tracks. “‘I still feel more 
comfortable on the Harley,” said Scott 
before the heat race. “And I think 
here that will make a difference.” 

Scott pulled distance on his pur- 
suers and it looked like maybe he’d 
run; off with the win like Chandler 














did. But Springsteen came from fifth 
to work past Thompson and Robert 
Land (H-D) and to challenge Goss 
for second. Goss and Springsteen 
moved closer to Scott and farther 
ahead of Thompson and the rest; 
Springsteen went around the outside 
of Goss in turn four, then caught and 
passed Scott. Goss got around Scott, 
too, chasing Springsteen. Scott got 
into turn two harder than Goss did, 
trying to make up time, gaining dis- 
tance, and Scott's front wheel hit 
Goss’ rear wheel, hard, moving Goss 
over a couple of feet. That was as 
close as Scott would come to re- 
passing Goss; at the finish it was 
Springsteen, Goss and Scott, with 
Thompson fourth. 

The third heat looked like it be- 
longed to Steve Eklund in the open- 
ing laps, but local hero Pete Hames 
caught up on his Gardner/Griswold/ 
Board Harley-Davidson. Hames had 
spent the day before the race working 
on the dyno, trying to get more 
power. But when he got to the track, 
the combination that worked best on 
the dyno wouldn't work on the track; 
each practice session he and his tun- 
ers returned bit-by-bit to the combi- 
nation that worked so well when 
Hames won the recent Gardena Gold 
Cup half mile at Ascot. 

Anyway, Hames caught and passed 
Eklund, who then crashed in turn 
two, bringing out the red flag. Eklund, 
it turned out, was shaken and gener- 
ally beaten up and sore but otherwise 
okay. 

The restart saw Hames and Boody 
in front, pursued by Carr, whose 
Harley had been throwing spectacu- 
lar showers of sparks from the rear 
brake entering every turn, in third 
ahead of Parker. Hames was getting a 
superior drive off turn four, and 
Boody was gaining with a low line 
into and around turns one and three. 
But the race for third was a harder 
one; Carr vs. Parker, Parker driving 
past Carr off turn four, Carr shooting 
around the outside of Parker in turn 
one, Parker passing off turn two, 
Carr underneath into turn three but 
Parker driving past again off turn 
four to take the checkered flag and 
the last direct transfer to the finial 
event, behind Hames and Boody. 

Hames had qualified witha tweaked 
motorcycle; in practice his foot caught 
a hole at the end of the straight and he -+ 
was yanked off the bike. The front 
forks were bent, but there was no time 
for repairs before qualifying. He raced 
the heat with the forks from his spare 
bike bolted in place. 

What wasn't so easy to repair was 
his left foot and ankle, which hurt 
and quickly swelled up; Hames re- 
fused to remove his boot to inspect 
the damage, fearing that once the 
boot was off it wouldn't go back on, 
jor that the foot orcamkle would be

found to be broken and he couldn't 
race. So he rode with the pain, as best 
he could, which turned out to be 
pretty good indeed. 

Steve Morehead led the fourth 
heat, riding as a teammate to Jimmy 
Filice on one of two Bayland Racing 
Harleys prepped and fielded by Eddie 
Adkins in partnership with Jack 
Sturgis, tuned by Adkins and Dennis 
Towne. 

Just behind Morehead came Sho- 
bert, Farris and Tom Maitland on a 
Tex Peel Harley like Parker’s. Young 
Farris passed Shobert and held him 
off for a couple of laps; then Shobert 
started to move and passed first Far- 
ris, then Morehead, running it in 
low to make the passes immediately 
after announcer Roxy Rockwood told 
the audience that Shobert’s low line 
could only work entering turn one 
and that Shobert couldn’t do any- 
thing with that line in turns three 
and four. 

By the last lap Shobert was clear of 
the battle behind him; Farris was just 
ahead of Morehead, who was strong- 
ly challenged by Ronnie Jones and 
Maitland. In the end, though, Sho- 
bert, Farris and Morehead made it 
directly into the final; the rest were 
relegated to the semi-finals. 


Semis and Last Chance Qualifier 

Roger Thompson won the first 
semi-final, beating Land; Filice led 
the second semi for two turns before 
Carr and Maitland blew by on the 
back straight. Maitland worked a 
high line around the turns, while 
Carr stayed lower, with Filice and 
Jones just behind, Filice could gain 
some time into the turns, but lost it 
and more coming off the turns; Mai- 
tland pulled away from Filice and 
Jones and moved right up to Carr, 
whose bike still showered Sparks from 
the rear brake. Maitland made his 
move at the end of the race, driving by 
out of turn four and getting the last 
transfer to the final. 

Carr won the Last Chance Quali- 
fier, beating Jones and Filice by a 
substantial margin; Land ran second 
for a couple of laps before Jones, then 
Filice, worked past. 


Junior National 

Brian Atherton (Ron Wood/Per- 
ry’s H-D/Arai/Hi-Point/Stump Ins./ 
Kal-Gard/NHI) won the first six-lap 
heat race of the Junior National over 
Yamaha 750 rider Curtis Cannon. 
Aaron Hill finished third. Heat num- 
ber two was a runaway for Winkie 
Freitas on his Radial Four Valve 
Honda 500. Bruce Johnson piloted 
his Harley across the line in second, 
ahead of Don Roberts.

Rotax rider regained the lead on the 
front straight. Atherton was riding 
the high line around Ascot’s half- 
mile oval, and Cannon was trying the 
inside for the entire race. Freitas 
(Dave Bird/Knight Frames/Shoei/ 
Blendzall/Hi-Point/SuperTrapp/ 
Carlisle) was close in third as the 
leaders pulled away from the pack. At 
the finish, Atherton held the lead, 
with Cannon in second and Freitas 
third. A distance back, Roberts and 
Ted Taylor rounded out the top five. 


Final 

““Everything’s working real good,” 
said fast qualifier Chandler as he 
walked the track before the start of 
the final race. “The only bad thing 
about making it (to the final) out of 
your heat race is that you don’t get 
any more track time. You just get to 
watch, see what everyone else is doing. 

“Now I’m just hoping to get off the 
line good, in the top three, and just 
go from there.” 

Chandler didn’t get his wish, but 
had the next best thing — he was 
fourth coming out of the second turn, 
behind leader Pearson, Shobert and 
Hames. Hames bobbled and ran wide 
in turn four and Chandler was on 
his way — Chandler was out front 
by the end of the first lap. Shobert 
went underneath Pearson entering 
turn three on the third lap, passed 
him exiting turn four, and the order 
was Chandler-Shobert-Pearson; rap- 
idly-gaining Boody was now fourth. 

Boody was on the move; he, too 
was down low on the line that Rock- 
wood said wouldn't work. “After 
they dragged the track (before the 
final) the bottom (of the track) started 
drying out,” Boody would explain 
later, “and I had it in my mind that it 
probably would dry out and get fast 
down there like it was in practice. 
There was so much traffic up top that 
the only way I could run next to them 
was go low to the bottom. Next thing 
I knew I was passing guys and then I 
caught Chandler.” 

Exactly. Boody moved up, gain- 
ing, gaining, gaining a bit ata time; 
finally he was right on Chandler's 
rear wheel, right there. 

Meanwhile, Farris caught and 
passed Pearson, then Shobert; Pear- 
son and Shobert battled for fourth, 
with Goss and Hames just behind.

works Honda, and by the halfway 
point Pearson looked like he was 
going to stay in front of Shobert, with 
a huge gap before the second pack led 
by Maitland and Morehead and in- 
cluding Scott and Carr. 

Springsteen was last, having pitted 
so Chmiel could re-install a spark 
plug cap that was knocked off by a 
rock or another bike ora knee or what- 
ever. Springsteen was on the gas, 
catching last place and passing, mov- 
ing up, gaining. Pearson caught Far- 
ris and challenged; Shobert was be- 
hind, alone. 

Chandler and Boody looked pretty 
even around the track, neither gain- 
ing any advantage on the other, the 
distance short and constant, around 
and around and around again. 

Boody was right there in the final 
two laps; Pearson was just as close to 
Farris. 

And Boody went past into turns one 
and two and the last lap led down the 
back straight, led into turn three; 
Chandler set up a tremendous drive 
out of turn four and went for it, 
rammed Boody hard enough. that 
bystanders thought Chandler would 
knock Boody off the line and bull his 
way past to win; but Boody held his 
ground, won, and rode around the 
track standing on the pegs, back 
arched, fist in the air, victorious. 

Pearson was third; Farris caught 
his foot in a hole on the last lap and 
nearly crashed, crossed the line fifth, 
pulled into the pits and fell on the 
ground, rolling in the dirt and hold- 
ing his leg, his steel shoe askew. An 
AMA official came over to see if Far- 
ris was hurt, and just as quickly as he 
had fallen to the ground he was up on 
his hands and knees and beating the 
dirt with his hands and cursing; then 
he was standing up and rattling off 
details of his race and laughing with 
his friends in an excited voice, pain 
apparently forgotten. 

“It looked like those guys had a 
hell of a race,” said Shobert, subdued 
in the Honda pits. “I just couldn’t 
catch 'em.” Shobert said he saw Boody 
going low, but thought to himself 
that sure enough if he tried it, he’d 
fall down. Team Honda dirt track 
manager Gene Romero quickly 
pointed out to Shobert that he had 
gained points and now had an even 
bigger advantage over second-in- 
points Parker, who finished llth.

Rockwood handed Pearson the 
microphone and invited him to list 
his incredible number of sponsors 
(Pearson complained last week that 
all his sponsors weren't listed in the 
official race programs for AMA 
events). Even Pearson couldn’tremem- 
ber all his sponsors but named quite 
a few anyway, including Circle Bell, 
Shoei, SuperTrapp, Hap Jones, Mega- 
cycle, Carlisle, Knight, Hi-Point, ND, 
Pro Fuel, Tsubaki, Red Line and 
others. :

Spencer wins in 


Spain

JARAMA, SPAIN, MAY 4 


Freddie Spencer won the Spanish 500cc 
Grand Prix but for the second time was 
foiled in his attempt to win in both the 250cc 
and 500cc classes. This time it was the 250cc 


race that eluded him as the lit- 
tle Honda went sick with a 
split exhaust pipe after he had 
dominated the 500cc race with a 
display of cool and consistent riding 
that left Eddie Lawson 13 seconds 
behind at the flag. Spencer and Law- 
son are now tied in points. 

Spencer had no easy time of it on 
race day, though, as he crashed the 
Rothmans Honda in the untimed 
pre-race warm up period and badly 
sprained his thumb. The fall was 
symptomatic of the problems that 
continue to trouble the Honda V- 
four. “The front end can tuck under 
with no warning,” said Spencer, 
“Thats what happened and there 
was no chance of saving it. It’s what 
last year’s bike did only that was a 
whole lot worse. We've been working 
hard on this one and it’s getting bet- 
ter. We had the problem in South 
Africa combined: with some chatter- 





ing and the front end slid away on me 
then. Now they’ve moved the engine 
forward and put more weight on the 
front and through practice things 
had got better and we thought we had 
decided what tire to use but then it 
went and let goon me and I had to go 
back to a different one for the race. I 
was very pleased with the way that 
worked out, though, and I was very 
comfortable at the pace I ran in the 
race and of course winning makes 
you forget the pain.” 

While Spencer’s thumb swelled up 
Erv Kanemoto and the rest of the 
team patched up the V-four. After 
being delayed for half an hour by a 
sudden rain shower, the race got 
going on a dry track under threaten- 
ing skies. 

Ron Haslam made his customary 
lightning getaway while Lawson 
stumbled on some slippery start line 
paint and was in the middle of the 
pack, not far’behind.Spencer, whose

Takazumi Katayama was having 
his first GP race of the season after 
missing most of last year due to an 
1983 injury and not competing in 
South Africa for political reasons. He 
was riding hard and seemed to be 
closing on Lawson but then crashed 
unhurt on the brakes on lap 11, leav- 
ing de Radigues fourth once more 
behind Sarron but coming under 
pressure from Britain’s Rob McElnea 
on the Skoal Bandit Suzuki. 

After finding the works Suzuki 
engine disastrously slow in South 
Africa, McElnea’s.team had received 
some more parts and information 
from the factory to help them develop 
more power in time for the Spanish 
GP. It was paying off and with some 
hard riding McEInea qualified fourth 
behind Lawson, Spencer and Gardner. 
He was experiencing a front-end 
handling problem and although 
steepening the head angle by a radi- 
cal 2° in practice seemed to have 
helped things out, he found himself 
in big trouble during the race. “The 
front just wouldn’t grip. At first I 
took things easy to get the tire warm 
properly but then I started to go 
harder and chase de Radigues. It just 
let go completely in the end.” McEI- 
nea was lucky to escape with a graz- 
ing after a high-speed fall on lap 17 at 
the same down-hill left-hander that 
caught Mike Baldwin out during 
practice. 

Baldwin was not to be caught out 
again as he took up the challenge of 
chasing de Radigues, having caught 
him along with Raymond Roche, 
who had made a poor start.on the 
second Marlboro Yamaha. Gardner 

-»alsocaught this group on lap 18, hav- 


painful thumb did not help him get 
off the line. In second place Didier de 
Radigues on the Elf NS500 triple was 
immediately under pressure from 
Australian Wayne Gardner on a sim- 
ilar Rothmans Honda Britain ma- 
chine. . 

Gardner was in a hurry to get past 
de Radigues and make a break for it. 
“I was trying to get past him on the 
brakes but he would not give an inch. 
I tried too hard and ran off onto the 
dirt,” Gardner said later. He regained 
the track at the tail end of the field 
while Spencer had carved his way 
through the pack and took second on 
lap five. A lap later he made his move 
to pass Haslam. “Spencer came under- 
neath me at the end of the straight. 
It’s a double-apex right hander and 
there is only one fast line there, he 
took itand pushed me out wide. I just 
couldn’t get around and went into 
the dirt.” He also got back on the 
track but Mamola had not been so 
lucky when the same thing happened 
between him and Lawson. “He just 
took the line and I tried to brake and 
get back behind him but you're already 
cranked over there and braking any- 
way and there was just no way, down 
I went.” 

Three Hondas had got dirty in the 
first six laps but at least Haslam and 
Gardner were back in the hunt again 
as Spencer started to open outa slight 
gap over Lawson, who had passed de 
Radigues to take second by lap seven. 
The Californian’s Marlboro Yamaha 
was followed by Takazumi Katayama 
on yet another Rothmans Honda and 
the Sonauto Gauloises Yamaha of 
Christian Sarron who was then up to 
fourth. ws : eea 





ing pulled through from the back of 
the field. 

With Spencer 10 seconds ahead of 
Lawson after 19 laps and Sarron a 
lonely third, Gardner passed Roche 
to take fourth, leaving de Radigues to 
fend off Baldwin for sixth. The battle 
between the pair of them lasted for 
the rest of the 37 laps with the Bel- 
gian getting the verdict by 1.5 seconds. 
De Radigues’ teammate Christian le 
Liard crashed on lap 29, letting Has- 
lam claim eighth. 

Lawson naturally was not thrilled 
with finishing second but told the 
massed press afterwards “There was 
nothing much wrong, it was just 

-me.”’ Lawson later admitted that he 
had erred in front tire selection, pick- 


ing a harder compound that didn’t . 


work when the last-minute rain show- 
er cooled off the track; the front end 
chattered so badly that Lawson at one 
point ran off the track. His best race 
time wasa full second slower than his 
qualifying time. 

Spencer had little time to reflect on 
victory because within 30 minutes he 
was sitting on the RS250 ready for 
another 31 laps around the tight, 
twisty and undulating circuit. “I was 
glad not to have to battle all the way 
for the 500,” said Spencer, “because I 
wasn’t sure I could stand desperate 
braking with my thumb the way it 
was. In fact it was the 250 that caused 
the trouble because the steering 
damper got backed off and for the 
first few laps it was pretty light. Then 
one lap I got a bit of a back end slide 
and the handlebars really gave the 
hand a shove. I felt the thumb go pop 
and then I tightened down the steer- 
ing damper to max.” 

Spencer had already made his break 
from the pack and once more was 
pulling away at about a second every 
two laps. Carlos Lavado settled in to 
chase him with Martin Wimmer third 
on a similar works-issue. Yamaha. 
They had not had an easy first few 
laps, though, because the pair of 
them had to deal with the Hondas of 
last year’s Italian GP winner Fausto 
Ricci and Britain’s Alan Carter as 
well as the Yamaha of young Belgian 
Stefan Mertens and the two local 
Cobas hopes, Carlos Cardus who had 
led last year’s race and Luis Reyes. 

When the two faster Yamaha men 
got away, those five entered into a 
demonic battle for fourth. The first to 
go was Cardus on lap five but then 
the group was joined by the slow 
starting Toni Mang on another Hon- 
da. 

Halfway through the race Spencer's 
Honda started to sound sick. At first 
it just misfired at top revs but the 
exhaust split got bigger and as it vis- 
ibly burned the paint and stickers off 
the bottom of the fairing the bike got 
louder and slower. “It was just like 
the 500 at Daytona,” said Spencer 
later. 

By lap 18 Spencer's lead had 
dropped from nine to four seconds 
over Lavado and Wimmer, who were 
chasing him together. Mertens crashed 
out of the following group and sus- 
tained a broken kneecap when Ricci 
ran over him. In the confusion Mang 
got away, followed at a distance by 
Carter. 

On lap 21 both Lavado and Wim- 
mer passed Spencer and he could 
only hope that the V-twin kept going 
as he dropped down through the 
field. He finished ninth having been 
passed by fifth-place Reinhold Roth, 
who came through well after a slow 
start and was followed by Maurizio 
Vitali on the V-twin Garelli and 
August Aunger on the Bartol. That 
group also caught Reyes in the clos- 
ing stages and Ricci retired without 
any brakes. 

Wimmer looked to have the mea- 
sure of Lavado as the race ran towards

its close, but then fork oil started to 
leak from the pre-load adjuster at the 
top of one leg and with a smeared 
visor he had to let the Venezuelan 
ex-champion go. 

After being second-fastest in prac- 
tice for the 125cc race August Auin- 
ger led off the line on his Bartol- 
tuned MBA but crashed halfway 
around the first lap. That gave the 
lead to Italian Fausto Gresini on his 
Garelli, who quickly pulled out an 
advantage over second man Dome- 
nico-Brigaglia on the MBA and Jean 
Claude Sellini on his MBA. 

Pole position man Pier Paolo Bian- 
chi on the works MBA was a slow 
starter and only lay 10th on the first 
lap. He worked his way through to 
take second on lap eight and then 
gradually reeled in Gresini to take 
the lead on the 23rd of the 26-lap race. 
He finished a convincing winner. 

The 80cc race was a real thriller 
with four riders battling almost every 


-inch of the way with several colli- 


sions en route. Jorge ‘Aspar’ Mar- 
tinez eventually won on the Derbi 
much to the delight of the partisan 
crowd but he had to fight hard to fend 
off second finisher Stefan Dorflinger, 
the World Champion on the Krauser. 
Derbi teammate Manuel Herreros also 
got involved in the battle when Mar- 
tinez slowed the pace so that he could 
catch up. Herreros spent the tail end 
of the race ina fairing-banging battle 
with Hans Spaan on his Huvo Casal 
for third place. e

Notes from 
Spain

There were some horrific crash- 
es during practice for the Span- 
ish GP and Manfred Herweh 
was put out of action with a 


broken wrist. Gustav Reiner flew 
home to have a broken collarbone 
wired after falling on Thursday and 
the list of less serious fallers is lengthy, 
including Alan Carter (three times), 
August Auinger (twice), Martin Wim- 
mer, Harold Eckl, Donny McLeod, 
Sito Pons, Loris Reggiani, Wolfgang 
von Muralt, Thierry Espie, Didier de 
Radigues, Fausto Gressini, Domi- 
nique Sarron, Mike Baldwin, Freddie 
Spencer and others. 

Didier de Radigues. fell right in 
front of the pits along the start-finish 
straight when he ran into the back of 
Randy Mamola. The Californian 
couldn't believe what was happen- 
ing. “I had pulled in the clutch and 
started to brake because I was doing a 
plug chop. I had just passed de Radi- 
gues but I had pulled right across to 
the right of the track to get out of his 
way. He always pulls in real fast 
behind you when you pass and he 








must have swung right across the 
track just as I braked because he hit 
me in the side. I let the brakes go and 
couldn't slow too fast because all the 
wreckage was following me down the 
track.” 

Following riders also had to swerve 
to avoid the wreckage and de Radigues 
was lucky to escape with some nasty 
abrasions. Both his leathers and back 
protector were worn through. 

Mike Baldwin was equally lucky to 
be unhurt dfter a fast fall on a down- 
hill section when an experimental 
front tire slid away from him. The 
bike slid into the curb with such 
impact that it buckled the 17-inch 
rear wheel and pulled the end out of 
the suspension connecting rod. The 
wheel was punched straight up 
through the seat. 

Spencer’s indecision 

Freddie Spencer was not impressed 
with the way things went during tests 
on the V-four Rothmans Honda at 
the Yugoslav GP circuit of Rijeka 
before the Spanish GP. It was strongly 
rumored that he would ride the old 
three-cylinder machine at Jarama but 
although he practiced on it he was 
under a lot of pressure from the fac- 
tory to ride the four. 

They had gone to Yugoslavia to try 
and solve the front-end sliding prob- 
lems that had contributed to him los- 
ing the South African GP. Rijeka 
will show up any front-end weakness 
but it seems that Honda did not get 
the improvement they were looking 
for. 


Spencer's works 250 

Rather than being a special works 
version of the production RS250R 
racer, Freddie Spencer's GP-winning 
250 is half a V-four. It is called an 
RS250RW and although it is a V- 
twin like thé production bike Spen- 
cer’s machine has the V tipped further 
forward, like the 500. 

* The production bike has a carbure- 
tor on the back of each cylinder, feed- 
ing through a reed valve to the cylin- 
der. The works version feeds through 
reed valves directly to the crankcases, 
just like the V-four. It has a single 
casting, twin-choke carburetor sitting 
on the top of the gearbox and feeding 
the crankcases just like the four. 

Mr. Takeo Fukui, director of Honda 
Racing Corporation (HRC), main- 
tains that the project is secret but did 
confirm that Spencer’s twin and the 
four are part of the same project, 
share the same bore and stroke and 
have no parts in common with the 
production RS250R. 

This family of engines will form

the basis of at least a new production 
250, confirmed Mr. Fukui, and per- 
haps a 500cc V-four. Both engines 
have their reed valves turned through 
90° compared to most reed.engines. 
This means that with the reed valve 
bank split vertically the air flow 
between the crank flywheels is better. 

The advantage of these crankcase- 
induction engines is that there is far 
more room for a bigger reed valve 
than in the back of the cylinder. It 
also leaves more room in the cylinder 
for transfer ports. 

Toni Mang, the four-time 250cc 
and 350cc World Champion, is not 
thrilled with the fact that Spencer has 
acompletely-different machine when 
he thought he had signed on as a 
works rider. He suggests that the reed 
valve box in the inlet contains a triple 
reed and that the ATAC boxes con- 
tain oval valves instead of the round 


butterflies found in the production . 


bikes. This helps the works bike pro- 
duce more power than his own ma- 
chine. 5 

Spencer was reticent about the 250 
and pointed out that it was only third 
fastest through the speed trap at Kya- 
lami. When it was suggested that it 
was half a V-four he said with a grin, 
“Maybe that’s where the trouble start- 
ed.” At Suzuka circuit in Japan, 
Honda test rider Takeo Abe found 
out how much better the Spencer 
machine is: After testing the bikes to 
be ridden by Toni Mang and Fausto 
Ricci he immediately went one second 
a lap faster on the special machine. 


Katayama’s trick frame 

Takazumi Katayama just about 
made history at Jarama by testing a 
Nico Bakker frame on his works 
Rothmans Honda. He confirmed his 
special standing with the factory as 
their most loyal and long standing 
GP rider by being able to make tests 
with such a very non-Honda compo- 
nent. 

Most of the frame looks like a 
works replica but the steering head is 
all Nico Bakker with the adjustable 


- angle thanks to the pivot bar across 


the bottom behind the steering head 
and the adjusting bolts running for- 
ward at the top. 

Tocomplete the adjustable'steering 
the triple clamps have adjustable 
offset so that the trail as well as the 
rake can be changed. At the back, a 
White Power unit replaced the nor- 
mal Showa shock to care for the sus- 
pension. Dutch privateer Boet van 
Dulmen uses a similar frame. 


Nieto to quit? 
Angel Nieto seemed poised to retire 








from racing at the Spanish Grand 
Prix without achieving his ambition 
of beating Giacomo Agostin1's record 
of 15 World Championships. Having ` 
won 13 championships in the 50cc 
and 125cc classes Nieto has switched 
to the 250cc class to ride the new V- 
twin Garelli but he is still suffering 
from the effects of the wrist he broke 
at Mugello at the end of '84. He failed 
to qualify in South Africa and Spain 
but instead of announcing his certain 
retirement he gave a press conference 
to say that he would be taking a holi- 
day to give his wrist a chance to heal 
and then hopefully riding at Hock- 
enheim in two weeks. : 

He is happy with the way the 
Garelli is improving. The handling 
is getting better and the early over- 
heating problems have been cured. 


Rainey back in GPs? 

Wayne Rainey could well make his 
debut on the Jorg Moller designed 
Parisienne disc valve twin in a 
month's time if the team’s number 
one rider, Jacques Cornu, does not 
find his form. Swiss ace Cornu, the 
ex-Endurance World Champion, had 
a bad car crash in the closed season 
and although he seems fit cannot ride 
as fast as he did last year. 

It is strongly rumored that Cali- 
fornian Rainey will be invited to test 
the bike soon with the idea of him 
finishing off the second half of the 
season. At the moment though Rai- 
ney is riding for Bob MacLean’s rac- 
ing team in the states and won the 
250cc race at Willow Springs on his 
250 Honda having recovered from 
the crash that kept him out of Day- 
tona and the Match races. 


Dunlop 80 and 125cc tires 
Dunlop is back in the smaller class- 
es, making tires for both the 80 and 
125cc classes. It has been some five 
years since Dunlop made Grand Prix 
125cc tires and far longer since they 
were involved in the smallest class. 
In the 80cc class Theo Timer and 
Hans Spaan, riding the Huvo Casals, 
are the two Dunlop-contracted riders 
and August Auinger rides the Dun- 
lop-shod MBA in the 125cc class. 


Gardner hurt 

Wayne Gardner was sporting a 
well-bandaged elbow even before he 
went out to practice at Jarama. He 
had inflamed the arm joint wrestling 
with his. mechanics on the ferry on 
the way to Spain. One of the mechan- 
ics was sporting a similar dressing 
but Gardner still qualified third fast- 
est and said that his “tennis elbow” 
only hurt when he thought about it,

‘Motocross Technology: 


Where now?

French World Championship 
round, Danny Chandler is not 
that impressed with the way 
the Europeans work at machine 


development compared with the 
Americans back home. “I reckon that 
in the U.S. people are more open- 
minded about sorting a bike out, they 
will try anything. Here they are more 
set about what they will and will not 
do. There is not too much wrong 
with the KTM, though. We just have 





to get it working a bit better all 
‘round.”’ 

Chandler may not have found the 
Europeans as inventive as he would 
wish but there are still plenty of ideas 
about when it comes to the future 
development of GP machinery, and 
when ex-500cc World Champion 
Hakan Carlqvist makes a statement 
about it you should listen. “What we 
want is less suspension travel,” says 
the hard man of racing but that is not 
because this tough giant of a moto- 
cross ace wants to go back to the days 





when a works twin-shock BSA or 
Husqvarna had three inches of travel 
or that he wants to prove himself the 
better man wrestling such a machine 
around the countryside. What he does 
mean is that the 11.8 inches (300mm) 
of suspension at the front and back of 
his works 500 Yamaha is a problem 
in itself. 

“It would be perfect if we could get 
down to about 9.8 inches (250mm) of 
suspension that performed as well as 
the 11.8 inches we have now. We 
went to longer suspension travel so 
that it would soak up the bumps but 
it makes the bikes high and slow to 
steer.” In pursuit of this end Carlqvist 
is working with Ohlins and Yamaha 
on a new-generation front suspen- 
sion system. They have been testing a 
linked front fork system quite differ- 
ent to the telescopics but not the same 
as the Ribi system Roger DeCoster 
tried on the works Hondas a few years 
ago. Details are secret as yet and at the 
moment the replacement is some 3.3 
pounds heavier than the latest tele- 
scopic Ohlins forks but that weight 
will come down and the new design 
does not vary the length of the wheel- 
base or make the bike want to stand 
up in the corners, which has been a 
criticism of other linked systems. “It 
is coming along well,” said Carlq- 
vist, “‘but at the moment we are con- 
tinuing to race with the Ohlins up- 
side-down fork which works well.” 
This system has the inner chromed 
fork tubes on the bottom, holding the 
front wheel spindle. This reduces the 
unsprung weight making the task of 
suspension control easier and also 
gets rid of the underneath — the axle 
fork extensions which sometimes 
catch in ruts while cornering. 








Front suspension is only half the 
battle, though, and the rear wheel has 
to transmit the engine power to the 
ground. “We could have more power 
from the engine if we could put it on 
the ground but at the moment just 
over 60 bhp is as much as the suspen- 
sion and tires can use. The 250s are 
only producing 40 to 45 bhp and the 
lap times are not much slower,” con- 
tinued Carlqvist. For that reason the 
500 Yamaha is air-cooled, to keep 
things more simple. The added power 
potential of water-cooling isn’t needed 
— that was tried in the past but now 
the cooling trick on the works bike is 
a specially-shaped exhaust pipe which 
deflects extra air at the cooling fins. 
The Yamaha does have a variable- 
geometry exhaust port thanks to the 
centrifugally-controlled, cylindrical 
power valve that aids powerband 
flexibility. 

Getting the power to the ground 
needs more development and the fly- 
ing Swede has some firm ideas on 
how it would be accomplished. “We 
have done some work with the posi- 
tions of the sprockets and swingarm 
as well as the nylon chain rollers but 
there is more work to be done so that 
the acceleration does not compress 
the suspension and make the bike 
lose traction. I also think that tires 
will get wider to give more grip and 
in the end both the front and rear 
suspension will be controlled by a 
micro-computer that will change the 
suspension all the time.” 

Someone else who has given a lot 
of thought to the way things are 
developing is teenager Kurt Nicoll, 
Chandler’s teammate, whose KTM 
has helped him to a great start to the 
85 season, putting him fifth in the

championship after two rounds. Like 
Carlqvist, he was sure that more peak 
power was not needed. “All our en- 
gines are a little different but say this 
one gives 63 bhp, it would be no 
problem for the factory to get 78. The 
weight is the same, we are on min- 
imum limit at 224.9 pounds (102 kg) 
but it could easily be 98. We could do 
with a bit more power flexibility and 
I think ina few years all the bikes will 
have some sort of exhaust power 
valves. At the moment most of them 
don’t work very well, the response is 
not quick enough but that will get 
sorted out. One is coming for the 
KTM — the 125 has it already and in 
a few weeks so will the 250.” 

One 250 that seems to be working 
very well now that it has an exhaust 
power valve is the latest Suzuki as 
ridden by Michele Rinaldi, lying sec- 
ond in the 250cc championship be- 
hind Yamaha rider Jackie Vimond. 
Rinaldi’s machine is fitted with an 
exhaust chamber similar to that used 
on the Suzuki RG500 GP road racing 
engine. Its effect is similar to Hon- 
da’s ATAC in that it increases the 
exhaust volume at low revs but on the 
Suzuki the chamber casting is added 
to the cylinder head rather than to the 
exhaust pipe. The chamber is valved 
by a rotating cylinder that is operated 
centrifugally off the crankshaft. 

While similarly a more-flexible 
powerband would be an advantage 
for the 500 KTM, the suspension still 
needed to be improved to cope with 
the output according to Nicoll. “We 
definitely need some sort of anti- 
squat system to stop the engine power 
compressing the rear suspension. That 
would be a big advantage if anyone 
could get it sorted out. So would a 
replacement for the telescopic front 
fork but things like the Ribi system 
have not worked in the past because 
they made the bike difficult to corner: 
We work with White Power who are 
very good and they have their version 
of the upside-down front fork but the 
set up doesn’t suit me at the moment 
and I still have the Marzocchis on the 
front with the White Power unit on 
the back.” 

The KTM rear suspension, like 
most others in motocross, has a sin- 
gle shock with a rocker arm and link- 











age to provide a rising rate. As Nicoll 
pointed out, one of the main’ prob- 
lems was getting enough time to do 
development work. “I like testing 
when we have time away from racing 
but there is too much to try at the 
meetings. We try to get the suspen- 
sion set-up beforehand, changing the 
oil level, damper rods and springs in 
the forks. We leave the work on the 
rear units to White Power, and we try 
to change as little as possible at the 
meeting because there are still tires to 
sort out.” 

Like most other riders Nicoll has 
no tire contract. Most riders are barred 
by their factory contracts from hav- 
ing any agreement with one single 
tire manufacturer, so they can choose 
the best tire on the day. It means sort- 
ing out the best, front and back from 
Dunlop, Pirelli, Michelin, Metzeler 
or Barum. That doesn’t make it easy 
for the rider or the tire companies 
trying to sort out new tires as Nicoll 
suggested. “There is no time to test 
all the different tires and you can’t 
afford to waste time trying out tires 
that are not fully developed.” 

With these problems in mind, 
Kawasaki and Dunlop have reached 
an agreement to work together with 
the Kawasaki men, Britain’s Jem 
Whatley and Dave Watson. Ireland’s 
Lawrence Spence, Belgian Georges 
Jobe and Italians Michele Magarotto 
and Guiseppe Grola. As Alec Wright, 
boss of the British Kawasaki team 
pointed out, it was the only sensible 
solution in the face of increasing de- 
velopment pressure on riders and 
mechanics. 


“Itis getting like Grand Prix road > 


racing as the bikes have water-cooling 
and power valves it takes two hours 
to change a set of rings instead of 30 
minutes. It is getting to the point 
where we need three or four mechan- 
ics per rider and we are approaching 
the FIM to allow longer practice ses- 
sions. Don’t forget we can’t test the 
week before like the road race teams 
can. Going with Dunlop has helped 
us with time. They are good tires and 
they give us four possibilities for this 
French GP. If we had to try all the 
different makes of tires available there 
would be 22 different types to try.” 
Rather than suggesting that one

point such as anti-squat needed look- 
ing at, Wright sees a general line of 
development to improve suspension 
and engine power so that the machine 
can be tuned to the ever-changing 
nature of a circuit. “Things like 
power sag in the rear suspension we 
can cope with OK, but you have to 
tune the machine to the circuit, which 
change tremendously in two hours. 
We have different pipes, cylinders, 
flywheels and carbs to alter the power 
output and then there are the suspen- 
sion and tires to change.” 

It might seem that the rider who 
could sort out all the technicalities 
would have more of an advantage 
than the man who could simply ride 
fast, butin Wright’s team the respon- 
sibility for technical changes is large- 
ly lifted from the riders’ shoulders. 
“The technicians and I watch the 
way the bikes perform in various sec- 
tions of the track and then we make 
changes to the bike. We also have a 
video system to film the bikes so that 
we can study the way they work. 
Honda has the same and as we are in 
a direct battle with them we watch 
what they do as well.” 

Honda’s Dave Thorpe seemed pretty 
unconcerned by all the opposition’s 
interest in technical development. 
“Our bikes are just so good we don’t 
really need to do anything to them. I 
don’t think that there is any benefits 
in what the other teams are doing 
because if there was, we would already 
have it on our bikes. Honda seems ta 
do everything first,” stated Thorpe 
plainly. Even when asked what he 
would do if given a magic wand to 
wave over the works Honda, he saw 





no need for improvement. “We don’t 
really need any changes. The thing is 
that riding fora company like Honda 
you do have a magic wand because 
they can give us anything we want.” 

Like the other factory riders, Thorpe 
was sure he had all the power he 
needed and pointed out that they 
didn’t even need the ATAC boxes 
used to make many other Hondas 
more flexible. “We tried them for a 
few GPs but the butterfly valves can- 
notopen and close quickly enough to 
keep up with the throttle response of 
the engine. What will come, I think is 
a more-advanced ignition system be- 
cause I have seen the microchip- 
controlled ignition on the works 250 
Honda and I think that may appear 
on the 500.” 

Not everyone agrees that the usual 
line of motocross development is cor- 
rect and necessary. Swede Rolf Tib- 
lin, 500cc champion in ‘62 and '63, 
now looks after fellow countryman 
Jorgen Nilssen’s works 250 Husq- 
varna. He isn’t convinced that the 
Swedish firm's final capitulation and 
adoption of the rocker-arm single- 
shock system as a replacement of the 
old twin-shocks was to any advan- 
tage. “I don’t think that there is any- 
thing wrong with the twin-shock sys- 
tem but we couldn't sell any Huskies 
so we had to build the monoshocker,”’ 
he said after Nilssen had won the 
second leg of the South African GP 
on his new water-cooled machine. 
“You have to build what people will 
buy.” 

So it seems that even the factory 
specials are affected by market forces 
as much as pure racing development.e

Hines hauls at 


Loretta Lynn’s 
Dude Ranch

HURRICANE MILLS, TN, APR. 28 


Husqvarna teammates Kevin Hines and 
Randy Hawkins claimed the overall and 
runner-up slots at the Tennessee round of 
the National Hare Scrambles Series. Can- 


Am’s John Martin, H&H KTM- 
supported Bob Shillinger and 
Husky-mounted Mike Keen 
rounded out the top five. It was 


the first high point of the 1985 season 
for Hines, who receives support from 
Husqvarna, Malcolm Smith, Bel-Ray, 
Off-Road, HRP, Autolite, Smith and 
Metzeler. 

Clear skies and mid-70s tempera- 
tures welcomed the nearly 200 entrants 
to Loretta Lynn’s Dude Ranch, and 
the race got under way at high noon. 
There was no parade lap around the 
hilly, technically demanding 12-plus 
mile track because, as promoter Dave 
Coombs put it, “It would take the rest 
of the day to get ’em all back in 
again.” He started the riders in three 
waves, with five of the seven National 
points-paying classes on the first line. 
The Four-Stroke, Super Senior and 
Senior B classes roared off a minute 
later, followed by the remaining B 
riders. > 

Husky's Mark Hyde got another of 
his patented holeshots on his new 
400WRX, but a pileup put Honda 
test rider Drew Smith and defending 
Senior champ Barry Higgins on the 
ground. Unfazed, they both proceeded 
to work their way back through the 





pack. Smith finished sixth overall 
and fourth in Open A on a CR500, 
while Higgins and his 350cc H&H 
KTM won the Senior A class and fin- 
ished 13th overall. 

The first lap proved disastrous for 
Team Husky’s Fritz Kadlec, who said, 
“I was third off the start and really 
feeling good, but then about five 
miles out I broke the (rear brake) 
backing plate, and that was it for the 
day.” 

Hyde’s luck wasn’t much better. 
Still unfamiliar with his new bike, he 
took a spill in the first lap, bending 
his pipe and losing five positions. “I 
got going again,” he said, “and then 
I got a flat.” With no spare wheel, he 
lost valuable time making what he 
called “almost a Six Day change—it 
almost took me six days to change it.” 
He completed all six laps but fin- 
ished nearly a lap behind Hines. 

At the end of lap one Ed Lojak, the 
1982-83 National Hare Scrambles 
Champion, clocked through the bar- 
rels one second ahead of Hines. Haw- 
kins was a scant 10 seconds back, 
with Hyde, Stan Lojak and eight 
others checking in within the next 
minute and a half. Most of the riders 
pitted after the second lap, and this 
time Hines went through nine seconds 
ahead of Lojak.

Hawkins was still only 37 seconds 
behind Hines, but the talented 18- 
year-old couldn’t maintain the blis- 
tering pace. “I was trying to keep up 
with them, ride with them,”’ he said, 
“but on the second lap I slid down: 
and hit a tree on one of those down- 
hills and crashed a little bit—not bad. 
I kept going, and then I started slow- 
ing because I didn’t have anybody to 
ride with. Then I saw Johnny (Mar- 
tin) coming, and I thought he was 
riding faster than I was, so I just let 
him by and rode behind him until the 
last lap, and then I got a break.” 

Martin moved from ninth to fourth 
overall on lap three and kept on 
charging. He said, “I had a halfway 
decent start, and then I went down in 
the ruts as soon as we got in the 
woods. Other than that, I tried to 
plug along. It was so slippery because 
of the three-wheelers (The Saturday 
race ran most of the same track.)— 
they packed it down and it was really 
fast stuff today, it seemed, and then 
when you got in the woods you 
couldn't pass there either because of 
the darned ruts which started to devel- 
op. After I passed Hawkins (in the 
next to last lap), I had to try to hold 
him off, and I made it about a fourth 
of the way around before I clobbered 
a tree. I didn’t get hurt much. I just 
saw a few stars, so then it was, ‘I’d 
better try to hang on to third.” 

When “Anxious Bob” Shillinger 
finished fourth overall and second in 
Open A, he said it was a great way to 
celebrate his 26th birthday. Asked the 
secret of his success, he said, “My 
shock didn’t break, and I didn’t get 
my flat until the last lap. Everything 
worked good on the bike, I gota good 
start, around eighth or ninth into the 
woods, and I just held a steady pace 
all day long.” 

At the end of lap three, Hines 
roared onto the straightaway ap- 
proaching the scoring barrels just 
ahead of Lojak, but Lojak muscled 
past him in front of the pit area, 
nearly locking handlebars in the pro- 
cess. Later Hines asked his teammate, 
“What broke your front number 
panel?” Lojak answered, “You did. 
You got me with a rock there, and 
one here (gesturing at his upper chest). 
That’s when I got mad down in that 
corner and came by you.” Hines 
laughed. “That’s why I ride an Open 
class bike.” . 

Both riders made their final pit 
stop after the fourth lap, but this time 
Lojak was 37 seconds ahead of Hines 
through the barrels. Later Hines said, 
“The breather hose for my gas got 














crimped in half and the bike started 
seizing. Then I looked down and 
pulled the thing off, and gas started 
squirting up in my eyeballs.” Haw- 
kins was nearly three minutes behind 
Hines, followed within the next 
minute by Martin and Shillinger. 
But Lojak’s luck ran out on lap 
five when -his radiator hose broke, 
putting him out of the race. “It got 
pushed off by a stick or something,” 
he said. “A lot of people stopped to 
help me, but I needed a new bike.” 
Hines maintained his same steady 
pace, averaging under 34 minutes a 


` Jap all afternoon. Martin was nearly 


three minutes back, with Hawkins 
right on his rear wheel. 

From there it was clear sailing to 
the finish line for Hines. He finished 
his sixth and final lap one minute 31 
seconds ahead of Hawkins, who had 
lit the afterburners to repass Martin 
and hold him off. In winner’s circle a 
happy Hines said, “I really enjoyed 
it. Dave Coombs does a good job of 
putting on all the events.” 

Team Honda’s Bruce Ogilvie won 


‘the Four-Stroke class ona 1984 XR500, 


catching Mike Treadway on the last 
lap. Californian Ogilvie, a two-time 
ISDE rider, said, “These guys back 
here are good, no doubt about it. 
They’ve got all the advantages, 
though. If they were riding out 
west, it might be a different story. 
I’ve had experience in riding in the 
woods. It just took me a while to re- 
learn it.” 

Honda’s 1984 Baja 1000 winners, 
Randy Morales and Chuck Miller, 
met with less satisfactory results. 
Morales dropped out after jamming a 
stick into his hand, between his index 
and middle fingers, while Miller 
turned in top 10 lap times in all but 
lap three, which he missed entirely. 
“Tran out of gas,” he said sheepishly, 
“and they had to bring some out to 
me. A rider has no conscience, you 
know that. I can do it. [knowI can! I... 
can’t...make...it...”” 

Can-Am product manager and de- 
fending Super “Senior champ Jeff 
Smith won his class with a six lap 
ride, after Larry Hayes DNF several 
miles from the finish. “I disintegrated 
my rear wheel,” Hayes said. ‘“There’s 
only about two spokes left on it.” 

Kawasaki/Hallman/Sierra/Metze- 
ler/Kal Gard/Jones/Richter Privateer/ 
Sidewinder/Terry Cable/Izumi/Rocky 
supported Jeff Fredette won the 200cc 
Aclass, overcoming stiff competition 
from Tony Hendon and Paul 
Lemon. Fredette said, ‘“They’re both 
good, smooth riders, and I knew I’ 
was going to have to pull some kind 
of strategy to get by them.” He waited 
until after his third lap to pit, and 
said he never saw Hendon again 
until right at the very end. Fredette 
rides a KDX 200 and said, “I can’t 
knock the bike. It’s always ready to 
go, even if I’m not.” ®

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Getting the lead out: Part I 


A look at the 
future of 


gasoline

Leaded gasoline may soon be a thing of the 
past. For those not tuned in to the subtle 
ways our government manipulates federal 


regulations, in the March 7, 1985 issue of the 


Federal Register, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) proposed rulemaking for 
completely banning leaded gas- 


oline — effective as early as January 
1, 1988. This proposal comes on the 
heels of the current regulations that 
limit the maximum lead content of 
pump gasoline to 0.5 grams-per- 
gallon (gpg) beginning July 1, 1985, 
and again lower that limit to 0.1 gpg 
beginning January 1, 1986. 

These are regulations that raise some 
interesting questions. What does this 
mean, for .motarcyclese, Whar .dods 





lead do for engines? Why was lead 
put into gasoline in the first place? 
First, you have to consider the 
nature of gasoline. Gasoline is one of 
the byproducts of refining crude oil; 
whatever you do to process a barrel of 
crude, you end up with some gaso- 
line. In fact, at the turn of the century 
this was a problem; oil refineries had 
no market for the stuff, and would 
pump refined gasoline into streams, 
rivers and oceans as waste — a byprod- 
uct with no large-scale use. The advent 
of Henry Ford’s Model T changed all 
that, and refineries turned their atten- 
tion to blending gasoline for use as a 
motor-fuely¢ -- brynu lass 





But blending gasoline that was 
pure and volatile,enough (high- 
octane) to run those engines was an 
expensive proposition. In the early 
1920s, the refining industry began 
experimenting with artificial ways to 
increase the volatility of gasoline, 
and found that a compound called 
tetraethyl lead (TEL) could enhance 
the characteristics of low-grade gaso- 
line. 

So what does TEL do for gasoline? 
Chemically, TEL is a colorless organic 
compound that is soluble in gaso- 
line. When blended in gasoline, it 
boosts that fuel’s resistance to deto- 
nation, which means it behaves as a 
higher-grade fuel and can safely run 








in engines with higher compression 
ratios. Higher compression paves the 
way to more power and better fuel 
economy. 

However, TEL does more than just 
boost the octane rating of gasoline. 
During combustion, TEL changes 
into complex lead salts (lead oxichlo- 
ride, lead oxibromide and lead oxi- 
sulfate) that coat the piston crown, 
the combustion chamber, spark plug, 
valves and exhaust tract — which is 
why engines run on leaded fuel de- 
velop a brown coating within the 
combustion chamber. Surprisingly, 
when TEL was first blended with 
gasoline in the 1920s, this lead coat- 
ing actually caused engine damage, 


Affected motorcycles 


Assuming a lead ban, exactly what motorcycles are in danger? First 
of all, anything manufactured before 1970 was designed before 
there was any discussion of removing lead from gasoline. If it’s a 
pre-1970 four-stroke, it’s definitely an endangered species. The fol- 
lowing chart shows which motorcycles manufactured after 1970

fouling the spark plugs, the valves 
and valve guides. 

Since TEL represented an inex- 
pensive way to boost gasoline octane, 
engine designers set to work on ways 
to prevent destructive lead fouling. 
In the process, it was learned that a 
lead coating could actually be benefi- 
cial; that a lead coating prevented 
actual metal-to-metal contact between 
theexhaust valveand valve seat. Asengine 
design evolved, designers took ad- 
vantage of this protective lead bar- 
rier, and developed valve materials 
that relied on leaded fuel. 

Motorcycle engines in particular 
came to rely on lead to protect the 
exhaust valves, since air-cooled high- 
output motorcycle engines run higher 
valve temperatures than water-cooled 
automotive engines. 

About 15 years ago, two things 
happened that changed the future of 
TEL as a gasoline additive: automo- 
tive emissions regulations, and in- 
creased awareness of the toxic effects 
of lead. 

In the early 1970s, emissions regu- 
lations encroached on automotive 
design, and the auto industry devel- 
oped catalytic converters to scrub 
exhaust emissions. Unfortunately, the 
lead compounds that coated the valves 
and exhaust tract would also coat the 
platinum catalyst element, rendering 
the catalyst ineffective. But the cata- 
lytic converter was the only_expe- 
dient piece of hardware that could 
bring exhaust emissions into line, 
and the obvious solution was to re- 
move TEL from gasoline. In March, 
1970, the auto industry began a crash 
program to adapt engines to operate 
on unleaded gasoline. 


About the same time, there was 
considerable public furor over some 
children who had suffered brain dam- 
age from eating chips of paint. Paint 
formerly contained huge amounts of 
lead, and to prevent injuries result- 
ing from eating paint (!), the govern- 
ment banned lead as a paint additive. 
Since lead was already an evil sub- 
stance in the eyes of the public, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) encouraged the development 
of unleaded fuels. 3 

Metal technology had come a long 
way in 50 years, and that flurry of 
tests conducted in the early 1970s 
showed that lead primarily protected 
the exhaust valves. The lead coating 
on the valve and valve seat had acted 
as a physical cushion for these com- 
ponents, and had ensured a tight seal 
at the exhaust valves. Surprisingly, 
the intake valves were unaffected, 
since they weren’t subjected to the 
searing blast of exhaust gasses. To 
enable four-stroke engines to run on 
unleaded fuel, technology was deve- 
loped to harden the valve seat and the 
face of the exhaust valve. 

The other wear factor with unleaded 
fuel was valve rotation. With leaded 
gasoline, the valves were engineered 
to slowly rotate in their seat with 
every valve cycle. This rotation en- 
sured that the lead coating would be 
even on the face of the valve, and 
prevented localized lead buildup on 
the underside of the valves. With 
unleaded fuel, this rotation meant 
the exhaust valve would scuff against 
the valve seat and increase wear. For 
modern engines designed to run on 
unleaded fuel, the exhaust valves are 
designed to not rotate: the valve seats 
in exactly the same position with 
every stroke. 

Okay, so what about two-stroke en- 
gines run on unleaded fuel? Since the 
mid-1970s, most two-stroke motorcy- 
cles hae been exclusively off-road 
machines, and exempt from exhaust 
regulations. Of course, two-stroke 
engines don’t have exhaust valves — 
no problems there. As it turns out, 











on leaded fuel are those used for con- 
tinuous rpm, high-load service, like 
generators and outboard motors. For 
motorcycle applications, the contin- 
uous on-and-off the throttle involved 
in riding enables the engine to receive 
adequate lubrication from premix or 
injection oil. 

By the late 1970s, the technology 
for making four-stroke engines live 
with unleaded fuel was firmly estab- 
lished, and manufacturers began 
specifically recommending lead-free 
gas to prevent lead deposits on the 
spark plugs and exhaust tract. 


Running without lead 


Which leaves a big unanswered 
question: what happens to the motor- 
cycles designed to run on leaded fuel 
if they're forced to digest completely 
unleaded gasoline? 

. Imagine life as an exhaust valve. 


The spark plug fires, and you're - 


mashed against the valve seat as com- 
bustion pressure blasts the piston 
down the cylinder. Just as the pres- 
sure lets up, the camshaft jerks you 
off your seat, and holds you in mid- 
air to endure a swirling inferno of 
exhaust gasses. Your sealing surfaces 
heat to over 1000° F. The piston 
comes rushing up, and just before it 
hits you, the camshaft releases its 


‘hold, allowing the valve spring to 


pull you back onto the seat. 

Life’s rough for exhaust valves. 

For engines designed to run on 
leaded fuel, lead forms a protective 
barrier against the ravages of com- 
bustion. Lead provides heat insula- 
tion, lubrication, and creates a sur- 
face that metal wouldn't readily ad- 
here to. 

The sealing surface (face) of an 
exhaust valve runs hot; anywhere 
from 600° to 1300° F, depending on 
engine speed and load. When valves 
designed for lead are stripped of their 
lead coating, this heat, coupled with 
combustion pressure, can actually 
“weld” particles from the valve seat 
onto the valve face. This process sets 
up a destructive cycle: compression is 
lost through the imperfect seal where 
the particles were removed, and com- 
bustion pressure forces hot gasses 
through this junction, making it hot- 
ter and welding more metal onto the 
valve face. This welding ultimately 
causes wart-shaped formations on 
the valve face. 

With these metal formations on 
the valve face, the real trouble begins. 
Since the welding took place under 
heat and pressure, these formations 
are hard, typically testing at over 50 
on the Rockwell scale. Of course 
engines designed for lead relied on 
valve rotation to keep lead deposits in 
check, so as the valve rotates, these 
welded-on formations move to other 
areas of the valve seat. Once in a new 
location, the valve slams open-and- 
closed to grind the formations against 
the valve seat. As the valve seat decays, 
more metal burns onto the valve. 

Once the wart-shaped formations 
reach a certain size, they can be burned 
down by the heat and flow of the 
exhaust gasses. When blown off in a 
rush of exhaust gas, these metal par- 
ticles are directed at the valve stem, 
promoting wear within the valve 
guide. 

This welding, burning, grinding 
and blasting phenomenon is known 
to powerplant engineers as “valve 
recession.” For the motorcycle owner, 
valve recession means poor valve seal- 
ing, a loss of power, increased exhaust 
emissions, and decreased fuel econ- 
omy. In a worst-case situation, as 
valve recession occurs, valve clear- 
ance is taken up, the exhaust valve 
runs out of clearance, is held off its 
seat, burns, breaks off, and destroys 
the engine.

The alternatives 


There has been some speculation 
that companies will market TEL as 


-an additive for consumers to blend 


with their gasoline. No way. Unfor- 
tunately, TEL is an organic com- 
pound; its organic nature is what 
makes it soluble in gasoline (another 
organic compound — after all, the 
stuff is made from old dinosaurs). As 
an organic compound, TEL is also 
readily absorbed into the bloodstream 
of humans. The problem is that TEL 
is extremely toxic, and small quanti- 
ties cause extensive damage to the 
central nervous system. Only two 
companies are producing TEL — 
DuPont and the Ethyl Corporation 
— and both have stated that they are 
unwilling to accept the liability of 
placing TEL in the hands of consu- 
mers. f 

There's a widespread misconception 
that certain gasoline additives will 
solve the unleaded dilemma. A num- 
ber of cylists know that lead some- 
how “‘lubricates”’ the valves, and as- 
sume that a gasoline additive adver- 
tised as a “valve lubricant” will sub- 
stitute for lead. Actually, these prod- 
ucts provide lubrication for the intake 
valve guide (and, toa lesser degree, to 
the piston rings and top end), and 
once burned, offer no help for the 
exhaust valve. Oils and lubricants sim- 
ply can’t adhere to the face of the 
exhaust valve at operating tempera- 
ture. . 

So how much lead is required to 
protect an engine designed for leaded 
fuel? Surprisingly, not much. In the 
heyday of TEL, refineries would add 
as much as four or five grams of lead 
per gallon of gas: That’sa lot; in 1970 
(the peak year for lead) the oil refiner- 
ies added 463 million pounds of lead 
to gasoline — just for that year alone! 
Through the years, the EPA has 
passed various regulations for max- 
imum lead content, and as mentioned 
in the opening of this article, a new 
maximum of 0.5 grams-per-gallon 
(gpg) goes into effect on July 1. Next 
Janaury, the new standard will be a 
maximum of 0.1 gpg. Is this enough 
lead for the exhaust valves to survive? 

TRW Valve Division is a major 
supplier of valves to the automotive 
and aviation industry, and has a sub- 
sidiary in Japan, the Fuji Valve Co. 
Ltd., which supplies valves to Honda, 
Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki. Ac- 
cording to Tim Soucek, Manager of 


_ Technical Administration for TRW, 


“We've found that engines designed 
for lead don’t require much. Based on 
our laboratory dyno testing, the 0.1 
gpg standard should provide enough 
protection for valve components. If 
anything, we’re happy about the new 
standards; we’ve found that in some 
cases lead deposits causes corrosion 
on the valves and seats, which can 
lead to weakening of the valve, metal 
fatigue and valve failure. Again, our 
conclusions are based on laboratory 
tests, not on actual vehicle use.“ 

Part of the problem in determining 
the consequences of unleaded fuel is 
that there has been no conclusive test- 
ing. Motorcycle owners who have 
machines that require leaded fuel 
typically use leaded fuel; and run- 
ning an occasional tank of unleaded 
gas won't completely remove the pro- 
tective lead coating from the valves. 
The EPA has conducted. tests with 
military and postal fleets, running 
leaded fuel vehicles strictly on unlead- 
ed fuel — but these were water-cooled 
cars and trucks that have little in 
common with motorcycles. 

The fact is, the 0.1 gpg standard is 
now law, and as of next January, 
that’s the best grade of leaded gas that 
will be available at filling stations. 
Currently, aviation gasoline and rac- 
ing gasoline are exempt from the 
low-lead standard — buf these fuels 











are expensive and generally aren’t 
available at corner stations. 

The danger is with future regula- 
tion; that the EPA may declare war 
on that last 10th-of-a-gram. If leaded 
gasoline is completely unavailable, 
cars and motorcycles designed to run 
on leaded fuel are in trouble. 

What can be done 

Let's examine the worst case: sup- 
pose the arguments for engine life are 
ignored by the EPA, and it’s January 
2, 1988 — the day after leaded gaso- 
line is forever banished from this 
country. What can you do to protect 


“ that old Harley (or BSA, Norton, 


Triumph, Moto Guzzi, Ducati, La- 
verda . . . in fact all pre-1970 motor- 
cycles)? : 

If the bike has cast-iron heads, the 
automotive industry developed a pro- 
cess called “induction hardening,” 
which hardens the seats to help pre- 
vent valve recession. It is possible to 
induction-harden a motorcycle head, 


. but it’s a tricky process, and the head 


would have to be completely stripped. 

Another possibility is'to have a 
machine shop install valve seat inserts. 
Motorcycles with aluminum cylinder 
heads already use inserts; iron head 
engines can be machined to accept 
them. This is expensive, but prob- 
ably the best solution for the seats. 

The valves themselves also need 
replacement, preferably with the lat- 
est-technology Stellite-faced stainless 
steel valves. There’s some discussion 
that certain manufacturers — BMW 
and Harley-Davidson in particular 
— will market a kit for unleaded con- 
versions, containing the appropriate 
valves, seats and so on. If not, a com- 
petent machine shop can, at consid- 
erable expense, manufacture a valve 
to suit any motorcycle. Aftermaket 
companies may market suitable 
valves. 

Then there’s the issue of valve rota- 
tion. This one’s. tough. For some 
machines, the geometry of the valve 
train would have to change to pre- 
vent rotation. Others could achieve it 
with different valve springs and re- 
tainers — but those would be in the 
minority. What’s likely is that owners 
will have to arrange for valves and 
seats . . . and hope for the best, know- 
ing that engine life will never equal 
that with leaded gas. e

Will the EPA go too 
far? 

There is evidence that re- 
moving some of the lead from 
gasoline is a good thing; less 
lead will enter the atmos- 
phere, and there will be fewer 
engine lead deposits. 

But based on their research, 
the EPA has expressed its 
intent to completely ban lead 
as a gasoline additive. How- 
ever, the EPA has not yet 
made a final ruling, and has 
conceded that “Some trucks, 
farm equipment, boats, mo- 
torcycles, and off-road ma- 
chinery may face a greater 
risk if all lead is eliminated 
from gasoline...” 

That’s our cue! There’s a 
good chance that motorcy- 
cles which require leaded fuel 
can live with next January’s 
0.1 gpg limit; below that level, 
engine damage is almost a 
certainty. Write down your 
needs as a motorcycle owner, 
and send them to:

Fredette squeaks to 
Cherry Pit Classic win

TRAVERSE CITY, MI, MAY 5 


‘The Lonesome Kawboy,’’ Kawasaki Team 
Green’s Jeff Fredette wasn’t so lonesome as 
he shared a score of four with Team Husq- 
varna riders Terry Cunningham and Kevin 


Hines at the finish of the Cherry 
Pit Classic National. Fredette 
got the win on tiebreaker check 
time by 26 seconds and placed 


himself, with eight rounds of the 12- 
round series left, in hailing distance 
of point leader Cunningham and the 
National Enduro title. 

“I pushed real hard today,” said 
Kawasaki KDX200-mounted Fredette, 
“but I consider this a warm-up for 
the Burr Oak National in Indiana. It 
was a good run — the checks were 
right where they were supposed to be. 
They’d check you in, then check you 
out and you'd go flat out from point 
to point. I can hardly wait for Rose- 
lawn next week.” 

Cunningham wasn’ tas pleased with 
the check placement as Fredette. “It 
was a nice trail ride, but when there 


, 


just check the AAs in and out of sec- 
tions there will always be a lot of 
identical scores. There were places, 
in some sections, that the club could 
have taken away points if they would 
have had checks.” 

The Twin Bay Trail Riders course 
clerk, Al James, incorporated five 
resets totaling 31 miles and nine time 
checks in the 118-mile route through 
National and State forsts. “We used 
mostly established trails with enough 
virgin stuff to make it interesting,” 
said James. “The environmentalists 
won't let us cross any creeks without 
building bridges, or cross any area 
where tire ruts will cause erosion, 
which means we didn’t have any steep 
creek banks or mud holes, and we had 
to be very careful with the hills.” 

Kevin Hines, who rode his Husky 
400WR through the tiebreaker checks 
29 seconds behind Cunningham for 
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Terry Cunningham was 26 seconds 
off at the tiebreaker. 


asked what difference tossing out the 
10th check would make. “It will 
probably make quite a bit of differ- 
ence with some of the other classes, 
but I don’t think it would have affected 
the AAs too much. I was only a min- 
ute late, so most of the AAs would 
have been on time.” The check clock 
was found to be off at the end of the 
final woods section. 

Husky's Dave Bertram piloted a 
500AE to fourth overall to remain 
high in the scramble for the series 
title and was the only one of the 13 
AAs who was heard to say, “I would 
have liked it better if it had been a 
little tighter.” Bertram lost six points. 

Can-Am’s John Martin, who also 
dropped six points but lost out to 
Bertram at the tiebreaker for his fifth 
overall, said, “I can’t think of any 
course that will match the amount of 
fun we had up here today. The trails 
were excellent and well laid out. I 
had some problems getting around 
slower riders, but that was minor. It 
was too bad they had the problem 
with the clock at the last check; I 
think we needed that last 20-mile 
section.” 

Gary Johnston, the eighth overall 
finisher and one of five AA Husky 
riders who dropped eight points, 
including Randy Hawkins, Jeff Rus- 
sell and Mike Toole, agreed with 
Martin on the importance of the last 
section. “We had almost 100 miles of 
gassing it,” said Johnston, “and then 
they tossed in that last gnarly, tight 
and long section. It would have sepa- 
rated the men from the boys. It would 
have separated all those four-point 
scores.” Hawkins got the nod to earn 
seventh overall. 

Johnston continued his argument 
with Barry Bell, the second place fin- 
isher in the Open A class with 17 
points, on the merits of carrying 
extra timekeeping equipment. “My 
computer quit and then my clock was 
off,” said Johnston, “and that cost 
me two points.” 

“Why don’t you check your watch?” 
asked Bell. 

“I don’t wear a watch,” said John- 
ston. “I don’t think I should have to 
carry three time machines.” 

Alan Randt and Dwight Rudder 
each dropped 10 points with Randt 
getting the nod at the tiebreaker for 
llth in the AA ranks. Dwight had 
problems when he banged into a tree 
and lost the radiator off his KTM 250 
early in the run. He was able to 
bypass the radiator and complete the 
run without losing too much time. 
Both riders were well within the top 
20 overall. 








a good ride, but by the end of the day 
those whoops were killing me and 
when they threw out that last check I 
said, ‘thank you.’”’ 

Michigan riders captured the High 
Point A and High Point B trophies. 
A nine-point ride by Brian Mull ona 
Husky 250 netted him the A honors, 
while Scot Luca took his Husky 400 
to a 15-point day for top B honors. 
Any discussion about Michigan rid- 
ers has to include the Scharphorns 
and their Lake Cycle Huskys. Reign- 
ing Michigan Enduro Series champ 
Richard Scharphorn placed llth 
overall and the elders, Carl, Neil Sr. 
and Ralph, won trophies in the Senior 
A and Super Senior classes. Neil 
Scharphorn Jr. won the 250cc B class. 

Bill Gusse, with one of his Bike 
Barn Can-Am 250 ASEs, dropped 14 
points for top honors in the Senior A 
class. “I could have shaved a couple 
of more points off the score,” said 
Gusse, “but I let my concentration 
lapse and hit a check a minute hot. 
Then I got mad at myself and it took 
a little while to get my rhythm back.” 

Tom Buckles won the Four-Stroke 
A class by dropping only 11 points 
with his Husky. Buckles was grimac- 
ing from a badly bruised right thigh 
he injured when he hit a pine tree, 
suppressed some of the pain by think- 
ing of Kurt Hough, one of the riders 
his Hoosier Husqvarna shop spon- 
sors. 

Hough has ridden two enduros: 
the South Carolina National, where 
he won High Point B, and the Cherry 
Pit Classic where he won the Open A 
class. Hough had this to say about his 
rides. “In South Carolina I rode on 
the same minute as Tom (Buckles), 
so I didn’t have to do any timekeep- 
ing, but today I didn’t ride with 
anyone. I had to do my own time- 
keeping.” 

Mark Avery, club official and 
organizer of the event, called a meet- 
ing of the AA riders after the run for 
their critique of the run. Avery said, 
“My goal is to put on the number one 
National. When they say National, I 
want them to think of the Cherry Pit 
Classic.” 

Heading into the Indiana round, 
Cunningham is still the series point 
leader over Bertram, 103 points to 79, 
with Hines third with 65. Fredette 
holds fourth with 55 points, over

When Jeff Spencer talks, moto- 
crossers and off-road riders in 
general listen intently. As the 
trainer for Honda’s MX team 
from 1980 through 1983, Spencer-was 
the mastermind behind the training 
and nutritional programs as well as 
the injury prevention and manage- 
ment practices that carried many of 
the country’s best riders to countless 
wins as well as numerous champion- 
ships. What Spencer has learned in 
years of helping the best he has put 
down on paper in the form of the 
book Total Training for Motocross. 

Spencer’s approach is both refresh- 
ing and readable compared to some 
of the other books of its type. Spencer 
begins by writing, “To be successful 
in off-road racing, a rider must contrib- 
ute (1) physical potential, (2) superior 
physical conditioning, (3) proper 
nutritional habits, and: (4) a sound 
‘mental attitude to the race effort.” A 
complicated formula to be sure, but 
Spencer has succeeded in detailing 
the recommended procedures in such 
a way that they are not boring to read, 
and more importantly, are easy to 
follow. 

Probably the best part of the book 
is woven throughout each chapter; 
most of the ideas and practices that 
Spencer discusses are not merely 
presented, they are backed up by 
quotes and/or rider profiles of the 
best. Bob Hannah, Mark Barnett, 
Ron Lechien, Dick Burleson, Jeff 
Ward, Rick Johnson, Danny LaPorte 
and many others reveal their thoughts 
in regard to training and winning. 
Those little tidbits alone should make 
the book worth its price to nearly any 
rider. 

Strength, endurance and flexibility 
training compose roughly half of the 
book, with chapters on injury pre- 
vention and care, nutrition, riding, 
and the psychology of motocross also 
included. Remember, the emphasis 
here is on total training. To reap full 
benefits, you must follow Spencer's 
program every step of the way. That 
task is made easier by three charts in 
the back of the book; off-season, pre- 
season and racing season training 
schedules are nicely laid out for you. 

You even get a short anatomy les- 
son, as well as learn simple things 
such as how to take your pulse. The 
book is heavily illustrated; the over 
80 photographs and 15 drawings are 
generally well done. 

If you’re willing to spend a few 
nights not watching television and 
instead page through this quick- 
reading book, you'll be better off the 
next time you ride or race. All you 


need to know about training is there ` 


in black and white. We recommend it 
highly for the MXer as well as enduro 
or trail rider.

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Letter to CPSC 


The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is currently investigat- 
ing the apparent safety level encoun- 
tered by the users of three-wheeled 
ATVs. Much: public press, mostly 
negative, has been presented recently 
on what may be an inherent instabil- 
ity in the design of these highly versa- 
tile and enjoyable vehicles. 

In my experience over the past two 
years of accident and injury-free ATV 
riding (along with my wife and two 
sub-teen sons), the key to safe opera- 
tion of ATVs is focused in two key 
areas: 

1. Proper safety equipment and 
proper clothing at all times while 
riding ATVs (helmet, goggles, 
gloves, boots and heavy clothing, 
such as denim pants and long- 
sleeved shirts) will protect an 
ATV user from a wide variety of 
scrapes and bruises. 

. Proper rider instruction and 
monitoring of children’s riding 
of ATVs to ensure that their rid- 
ing activities are safe and that 
they do not develop bad riding 
habits. (It would seem that this 
is a common sense element!) 

These two factors are important to 
the safety of people and their enjoy- 
ment of ATVs as recreational vehi- 
cles, or as utility vehicles on farms 
and ranches, etc. 

I strongly urge that rather than a 
hasty move to ban or recall ATVs, 
efforts should be focused on user 
adherence to the two safety principles 
I outlined above. Similar programs 
have been very successful in other 
recreational areas such as skiing and 
boating (both of which have extremely 
high levels of accidents, injuries and 
deaths — without regulatory inter- 
vention, mandated design changes, 
etc.) and in firearm safety (thanks to 
self-regulation by user groups such 
as NRA and others). 

I urge that you not act in haste.

I have been following your crusade 
against ATVs. I wrote a letter last 
week to ABC News 20/20, for their 
biased show against ATVs aired April 
25. I just received my Cycle News, 
May | issue, and read the column by 
John Ulrich. 

I am concerned about your pro- 
posed banning or recall of ATVs just 
because there are injuries and deaths 
associated with them. The answer to 
the safety of ATVs is education and 
learning the skills and proper tech- 
nique of riding them: If the parents, 
which I always thought were respon- 
sible for their children, were made 
aware that one doesn't just hop on an 
ATV without some instruction, then 
they should, as responsible parents, 
provide that instruction for their 
children. As for the adults, they are 
supposedly responsible for their own 
actions, and if they-can afford to pur- 
chase an ATV then I assume they 
have the intelligence to read the 
owner's manual and other safety 
information relating to ATVs. Also, 
alcohol is a factor in some adult acci- 
dents, which you can’t fault the ATVs 
for. 

Part of the safety instruction is the 
proper wearing of protective equip- 








boots, shoulder pads, and other clo- 
thing. Parents wouldn't send their 
kids on the football field without 
proper gear but they let them ride 
ATVs without the’same and com- 
plain when they get hurt. 

Blaming the ATV manufacturers 
for the safety problem is like having a 
swimming pool installed in your 
backyard, jumping in the water, and 
then blaming the pool installer after 
you drowned because you never learn- 
ed to swim. 

Attack the real problem, which is 
safety training, not the ATVs. 

There is a segment of the popula- 
tion that operates ATVs and off-road 
motorcycles in a proper manner with 
proper protective equipment and it’s 
not fair to these people — myself and 
my children among them — by ban- 
ning all ATVs and/or off-road motor- 
cycles. 

Government should stop trying to 
protect us from ourselves.

I read of your intent to ban and/or 
recall three-wheel ATVs because you 
feel they lack “dynamic stability” 
and cause accidents and injuries to 
defenseless little children. 

Our family’s favorite hobby is 
camping and off-road riding, and our 
three children have had many hours 
of accident-free fun taking turns on 
the Honda ATC70 we purchased for 
them in 1982. 

We make sure they always wear a 
helmet, gloves, goggles, long sleeve 
jerseys and long pants, and in three 
years they have not received so much 
as a scratch. This we attribute to 
proper instructions and cautions 
about operating motor vehicles safely, 
having them ride only in safe open 
areas, and the aforementioned pro- 
tective gear. 

We chose and bought a three- 
wheeled vehicle rather than a mini- 
motorcycle because our children had 
balance problems learning to ride 
their bicycles, and they felt more 
comfortable on something that 
wouldn't tip over as easily as a two- 
wheeler! In June of 1982, when we 
bought the little Honda, our third 
child, Taylor, was born with birth 
defects that necessitated” round-the- 
clock nursing care at home. Going 
riding for the day with, the two other 
children provided welcome relief from 
the strain and stress of caring for our 
new son. Now he has outgrown his 
medical problems, and is a normal, 
healthy three-year-old who enjoys 


very much his short introductory. 


rides on our. three-wheeler. (The 
Honda ATC70 has an adjustable 
throttle screw, an excellent safety fea- 
ture for young riders like Taylor; the 
ATC will go no faster than a slow 
walking pace with the throttle screw 
turned down.) 

We consider ourselves intelligent, 
loving parents, and after all the 
surgery and pain Taylor has gone 
through, we would not let him (or 
our other children) even get near an 
ATC if we thought it would hurt 
them of its own accord. Owning and 
riding their three-wheeler has taught 
our children responsibility they

and it has provided them with much 
pleasure as well.

Facts for CPSC 


Last evening I had the distinct dis- 
pleasure to watch ABC’s 20/20 pro- 
gram entitled ‘‘Three Wheeled 
Threat.” I must say as a citizen who 
ordinarily will go along with pro- 
grams if they appear to benefit the 
majority, I’ve finally been cut to the 
very marrow. 

This program was hosted by Hugh 
Downes and ABC’s animated Barbie 
Doll, Barbara Walters. It was abso- 
lutely the most ridiculous, outrage- 
ous display of total bias I have ever 
seen. Please understand that I am 
100% in agreement that safety not 
only on the highway, but off, is a 
responsibility of all motorists, regard- 
less of what type of vehicle they drive. 

Iam 40 years old; I cannot use my 
left arm from the shoulder down; and 
I have been driving three-wheeled 


. vehicles for four years. I have driven 


these vehicles where four-wheel-drive 
trucks could not traverse and at speeds 
that would make most inexperienced 
people tremble with fear. I’m stating 
these facts because I think there is a 
(parallel here which people should be 








made aware of. The point here is that 
these vehicles are not dangerous! It is 
either the misuse of them, lack of 
supervision by parents (in the case of 
youngsters), improper safety equip- 
ment (or lack of it), or a selfish, 
inconsiderate person who has little 
regard for the other drivers. The cold, 
hard facts here are that these vehicles, 
like any other motorized vehicle, re- 
quire basic skills to drive them prop- 
erly, and the proper protective ap- 
parel/equipment to minimize injury 
in case of a mishap. 

Let me relate a few of the high- 
lights of the ABC presentation if I 
may: 

1). They showed a staged collision 
between two youngsters on three- 
wheelers. One was standing still and 
the other plowed broadside into him. 
Their parents were pictured indulg- 
ing in beer rather than supervising 
their siblings. 


2). A three-wheeler was parked lat- 
erally on a side hill and then pushed 
over. A few moments of your time 
spent reviewing an owner’s manual 
will show you that the manufacturer 
specifically states that this is a dan- 
gerous, undesirable practice and 
should not be done. A skilled, accom- 
plished rider can traverse side-hill 
situations without undo risk. 


8). Riders were shown in a Cali- 
fornia dune area drinking, wearing 
little or no safety apparel and riding 
with wild abandon. 

4). A young boy was interviewed 
and he related the events which led to 
his accident and subsequent serious 
injury. It is also interesting to note 
that this youngster's father seemed to 
be genuinely upset by the injury to 
his son. What father wouldn't be 
concerned? However, the youngster’s 
grandfather had purchased the ma- 
chine for him to use on their country 
estate. If this father is as concerned 
with his son’s welfare as he would 
like us to believe, why didn’t he take 
an active role in the supervision of 
his son? This young man stated that 
he was riding his machine down the 
road when it “just flipped over.” Let 
me assure you, that the machine did 
not flip over for no reason. Excessive 
speed, a pothole, a myriad of reasons 
could have caused the machine to 
take flight. f 


5). It was noteworthy that the hosts 
of the show noticed that infants can- 
not read an owner’s manual. They 
were not written for infants or the 
very young! It still falls back on the 
parent that he must assume the God- 
given paternal responsibility for the 
safety of his children! Not the courts; 
the manufacturers, and certainly not 
at the expense of the enjoyment of 
safe, responsible riders. 


In summary, I would like to draw 
your attention to the thousands of 
safe, responsible riders. The conscien- 
tious efforts by the dealers to promote 
safety is noteworthy. The recreational 
value and the utilitarian value of 
these machines is immeasurable! 

Gentlemen, the interest of the ma- 
jority is the paramount issue here. 
Weare all aware that safety should be 
a constant companion of ours. How- 
ever, we must understand that a cer- 
tain degree of culpability lies with 
the driver. We cannot expect, nor do 
we desire that our government be 
involved in every facet of our private 
lives. Upon completion ofa thorough, 
unbiased investigation, I am sure 
that you will find that three- and 
four-wheeled recreational vehicles 
pose no more a threat to human lives 
than: skis or tobaggans when oper- 
ated properly.

Ermolenko doubles at 
Costa Mesa

“Sudden Sam” Ermolenko of 
Cypress became the first rider 
to win the Scratch and Handi- 
cap Mains on the same night in 
southern California in 1985’ when he 
turned the trick at the Orange County 
Fairgrounds in Costa Mesa Friday 
night.

Shop/Car Tunes/Kal-Gard Weslake), 
coming off another Scratch main win 
at IMS Wednesday, was moved up 
from the 50 to the 40 along with all of 
the other back yardage markers Fri- 
day night. Jeff Springman put his 
Weslake in the lead at the start over 
John Foster and “Flyin’” Mike Faria. 
Ermolenko, rim riding, blazed past 
Faria and Foster for second out of 
turn four on the opening lap. The 
ex-Poole Pirate then put the crowd 
on their feet when he took the lead 
from Springman one lap later while 
blazing around on the outside. Faria 
dipped inside Springman for second 
in turn three on the third lap and was 
followed by Alan “Crazy” Christian 
but by the time it was too late to catch 
Ermolenko who took the Handiap 
win by a half straightaway. 

The Scratch main got off to a bang 
when Kelly Moran, Keith Chrisco 
and Dubb Ferrell all went down in 
turn one. The only one left standing 
was Ermolenko. On the restart Ermo- 
lenko won a battle with Moran to 
lead in the first corner. Ferrell and 
Chrisco, who started in the two out- 
side positions, tried to duck inside 
Moran in turn two for the second 
spot but the diminutive rider battled 
them back. Chrisco took over third 
and almost hit Moran in the next 
bend. Chrisco recovered but he was 
out of contention. Moran was then 
the only rider‘with a chance of catch- 
ing Ermolenko but he didn’t have 
enough to catch up in the remaining 
three laps. Ermolenko wheelied across 
the line with a five-length victory. 

Doug Bowers (Jawa) came into the 
program as a reserve and went home 
with the Second Division trophy. 
Bowers led the entire five-lap dis- 
tance but it was rider Rich Sweaney 
who captured the crowd’s attention, 
Sweahey; whowWasakoh reserve had 








to start at the back and he made an 
impressive charge through the pack. 
On lap four in turn one, Sweaney 
sealed his fate when his foot hooked 
the pole and momentarily slowed 
him. It interfered enought to ruin his 
hopes of victory. Bowers took his first 
Costa Mesa win with Sweaney a close 
second. 

Jordan Duncan (STP/Alan Chris- 
tian Racing/Mushroom Grips/Scott 
Goggles Godden) took his first Costa 
Mesa professional main in Third Div- 
ision action with Greg Hancock 
(Bruce Penhall/Road & Track/

tive powerband. Second-gear starts 
are the hot ticket — as soon as the 
gate drops, the engine revved out, the 
clutch slipped very smoothly forabout 
15 yards to nail a holeshot. Last year, 
the RM tended to loop out once the 
engine reached mid-range, because of 
the abrupt low- to mid-range transi- 
tion. Then the motorcycle would tip 
over to the side make holding a 
straight line very difficult ... not 
any more. 

Slowing down for the turns didn’t 
give us any problems on the new RM, 
unlike last year. The switch to the 
disc front brake really’makes a nice 
difference, because it is much stronger 
and smoother than the drum. Two 
fingers on the lever is enough to get 
the job done. 

The rear brake is as good as ever; 
there’s ‘no problem with the rear 
wheel locking up and the feel is fine. 
Some 1984 Suzuki owners complained 
the rear wheel hopped and kicked 
when braking over bumps and this is 
no longer the case. Every now and 
then, a large, squared-off bump will 
sneak in and cause the back end to 
kick sharply but not as hard as with 
the ’84. The chain still flops around

and slaps the hard-plastic swingarm 
protector, causing a loud chatter 
under braking, but the noise is harm- 
less. 2 

Speaking of the chain, ours didn’t 
even last a few hours before it started 
to break apart. Cracks appeared just 
above every roller pin on the top left 
side. As those cracks widened, the 
chain became extremely loose and 
could haye derailed or snapped and 
gone through the case during a race. 
We suggest keeping a sharp eye on it. 

The stock Bridgestones performed 
very well on all kinds of terrain, even 
on the dry, hard-packed dirt. The rear 
tire wore out fairly quickly, while the 
front tire still looked brand new. 

The Suzuki comes with a very 
informative and easy-to-read owner’s 
maintenance manual that is filled 
with photographs and diagrams 
throughout its 114 pages, as well as a 
separate, 41-page updated race prep- 
aration manual including basic rid- 
ing tips with photographs. 

There’s no doubt the ’85 RM250F 
is better than the '84 because of its 
more usable powerband and plushier 
suspension. The new Suzuki still 
lacks power off the bottom, but if 
you ve ridden RMs before, you'll ap- 
preciate every modification made to 
the ’85 Suzuki. They've made win- 
ning on it that much easier. ®

14 
Frenchman Thierry Michaud 
and Briton Steve Saunders were 
the toast of France when they 
finished first and second in the

crown, while Saunders drew level in 
the point standings with defending 
champ Eddie Lejeune, who had a 
disastrous day when he could only 
manage a sixth place finish. 
_Michaud looked every inch the 
winner, riding with supreme confi- 
dence, while Lejeune could hardly do 
a thing rightas he struggled to develop 
the new 360cc single shock Honda.

Aging iron fans

The 1952 Rock Queen , a 192cc single, was 
inconspicuous next to its British cousins 
displayed on the concourse — the Triumphs, 
BSAs, Nortons and Royal Enfields.

The Rocket is an early Japanese

But the antique motorcycle show, 
known among aficionados as simply 
The Visalia Show, celebrated the 
genuine American and European arti- 
cles. These hardy motorcycles are dis- 
tinguished by tank-mounted gear 
shifters, bicycle-like seats resting on 
coil springs and factory-original 
chromed gas tanks. About 2000 per- 
sons converged on the Central Cali- 
fornia town of Visalia April 20-21 for 
what is the west coast’s largest vin- 
tage motorcycle gathering. 

\“This is kind of a mecca for tired 
iron buffs,” mused Ernest Pegg, 51, a 
motor oil distributor who rode a 1966 
Panther from his Santa Rosa, Cali- 
fornia, home 300 miles away. The 
Panther is a British motorcycle noted 
for its huge 650cc single-cylinder 
engine.

recent advances by those with little 
knowledge of motorcycle history. 
Take the 1926 Scott Super Squirrel 
on display. The 600cc twin-cylinder 
motorcycle of British manufacturer 
is liquid-cooled, a design that after 
falling out of favor for decades is now 
popular again. The Scott also boasts 
a two-speed transmission with a man- 
ual shifter but no clutch, which makes 
it a sort of precursor to an automatic 
transmission. 

“They were famous for winning 
English hillclimbs in their time be- 
cause you didn’t have to shift with a 
hand clutch” and lose momentum on 
an incline, reports the Scott’s owner, 
Brent Baillie, 47, a savings and loan 
executive from Malibu. 

But the vintage motorcycles are 
certainly low-tech machinery. They 
require frequent maintenance. Lights 
on early models are poor or even non- 
existent. 

Having gear shift levers attached to 
the gas tanks required that riders take 
one hand off the handlebar, which 
could be tricky business. 

On the 1952 Mitsubishi Rocket, 
both the gear shifter and clutch are 
operated by side-mounted levers, 
which forces the rider to take his 
hand off the throttle when shifting. 
“It’s a, um, challenging to ride,” said 
the Rocket’s owner, Paul Montgom- 
ery, a 27-year-old Honda mechanic 
from North Hollywood. 

Then there’s the ride itself on an 
old cruiser, which is a chiropractor’s 
delight. Many old motorcycles have 
hard tail frames with no rear shocks. 
Leaf-spring front suspension found 
on many early models is no match for 
today’s telescopic front fork. A few 
miles at a brisk pace can shake a rid- 
er’s fillings loose. 

“If you ride any distance, your butt 
gets sore,” said Ray Gibson; "50, ‘a

machinist from Sunnyvale, of his 
1915 vintage Excelsior. 

The name Excelsior has a kind of 
British ring to it. But it is a marque 
from America’s heartland — Excel- 
sior hails from Chicago. The Windy 
City was a hotbed of motorcycle man- 
ufacturing as home for Excelsior, 
Henderson, Thor and Super-X. The 
companies went under during the 
Great Depression. Their behemoth 
four-cylinder creations were suddenly 
too expensive. 

“These were a gentleman’s motor- 
cycle,” said Richard Morris, 36, who 
was displaying an unrestored 1929 
Cleveland Tornado, a 1000cc four- 
cylinder motorcycle. Many of the ` 
fours were advertised as capable of 
100 mph, better than many cars of the 
era. 

The early American fours — all 
1000cc or larger — are a sight to 
behold. 

Their cylinders are in-line with the 


- frame, not mounted transversely, giv- 


ing the American fours a long, lean 
appearance. The fore-to-aft placement 
of the cylinders recalls a row of smoke- 
stacks on mighty ocean liners. 

And then there’s the baritone hum 
of the motor. Under the pronounced 
engine rumble, there’s a tenor sec- 
tion, a pleasant clatter from valves 
that are external (not enclosed like on 
modern motorcycles). The exposed 
valves can be seen moving in a jerky 
fashion with a rapid clickety-clack. 

At age 79 and still riding, Ray 
Hook can tell you about early Amer- 
ican motorcycles. The Escalon resi- 
dent, who markets motor oil, exhi- 
bited a 1916 Cleveland (which was 
manufactured in the Ohio city that is 
its namesake). The 212cc single is a 


-sort of bicycle with a motor that

was just a kid then but I remember 
when they were new,” he said. “They 
sold for $110 to $115.” 

If an old motorcycle is found in 
running condition with original (but 
presumably faded) paint and without 
visible damage, aficionados usually 
leave it as is. After all, this is the way 
it originally came and represents a 
pure innocence not gussied up by 
modern restoration. 

But most are recent restorations 
meticulously assembled from parts 
gathered from hither and yon. Adja- 
cent to the motorcycle concourse was 
a well-attended swapmeet in which 
sellers spread out wire milk cartons 
and cardboard boxes filled with some 
new but mostly used and rusty parts. 

Malcolm Milligan, operator of BAT 
Restorations of El Monte, who had a 
big spread at the swapmeet, now 
keeps the motorcycles he once built 
on the road. In the early 1960s, he 
worked at the Birmingham, England, 
factory of BSA, the British make 
which for decades was the world’s top 
seller. 

Milligan, 50, wearing a knit cap 
and speaking in an English accent, 
can hardly believe that a decade after 
he left the factory the once-mighty 
BSA company folded. 

The parts czar of Visalia was Lon- 
nie Isam, 35, owner of Competition 
Motorcycles in Houston. Isam 
brought a truck load of parts for old 
American motorcycles from his Texas 
shop where he has accumulated 100 
tons of spares and 250 motorcycles. 
At the Steve McQueen estate sale in 
November, Isam plunked down 
$25,500 for a 1909 Pierce Cyclone, the 
highest price ever paid for a vintage 
motorcycle. 

Isam, who sets up shop at antique 


motorcycle, swapmeets inthe; mid- 











west and east, was taking in his first 
Visalia show, but said he was not par- 
ticularly impressed. “It’s mainly junk 
here,” he said. “I haven’t found too 
much that I'd want to buy.” 

Sheet metal parts — tanks, fenders 
and sidecovers — are most prized by 
collectors. They are most likely to 
have been discarded or damaged over 
the years. 

The smaller fittings such as clamps 
and linkage parts are hard to find, 
but are relatively easy to manufacture. 
The larger engine parts are very nearly 
bulletproof and usually can be re- 
paired if found damaged. 

The old motorcycles, though prone 
to malfunctions, endure because they 
are of durable construction with parts 
that are rebuildable. No lightweight 
aluminum here. Cast iron is the order 
of the day. 

John Canessa, 39, who works at a 
Ventura motorcycle shop, tours ex- 
tensively on his 1945 Indian Chief, a 
1300cc V-twin that in its heyday was a 
leading American make. He says his 
well-worn Chief need not fear of 
being retired to the happy hunting 
ground for lack of parts. 

“For instance, the generator on 
there is a Volkswagen-Bosch type,” 
Canessa said. “It just happens to fit. I 
can get most of the parts for it over 
the counter from an auto parts store. @

D-37 Not So Tuff-E-Nuff enduro 
Howell takes win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 5 


ISDE and Husky Support rider Chip How- 
ell (Hallman Racing) rode his 500XC Husq- 


varna to the overall win at the United 
Enduro Assn. (UEA) Annual Not So Tuff-E- 


‘Nuff AMA D-37 Enduro. How- 
ell was the only rider to drop 
just one point in the two loop, 
80-mile event, besting 240 riders. 
Howell dropped his single point ina 
30 mph special test that was located 
in the moon rocks area just north of 
Old Charlie's Place and then zeroed a 
tough 36 mph special test later on in 
the loop which flabbergasted event 
referee Charlie Brown. “I didn’t think 
anyone could have zeroed the 36 mph 
special test,” said a surprised Brown. 
“Tt was very tight terrain. Howell had 
a hell of.a ride.” 

Second overall went to Grant Pal- 
enske, who dropped two points on 
his American Honda/O’Neal-spon- 
sored CR250 Honda. Palenske won 
the 250 A class. Third overall went to 
veteran rider Mark Cook (Granada 
Yamaha) who edged ISDE hopeful 
Bill Fullmer Jr. (KTM) by 15 seconds 
after five tiebreaker checks were added 
up. Both lost just three points. 

Old guys, Veterans and Seniors were 
well represented in the top 10, as four 
of the over-30 group made it into the 
top seven! David Sweeny (Hus) upset 
Senior favorites Ron Fry and Harry 
Keast to nail down the Senior A class 
win with a very good ride of four 
points lost for sixth overall. Vernon 
Gabbert (Hon) powered his four- 
„stroke Honda into. eighth. overall,. . 





first four-stroke. And in at 10th over- 
all was the first B rider, James Bortree 
(Hus) with a fine ride, dropping just 
five points. 

The UEA’s philosophy is to puton 
a fun D-37 enduro rather than a killer 
type and they succeeded again. Most 
riders enjoyed the run. Dust was a 
problem, creating visibility problems 
but that wasn’t anything the UEA 
had control over. Marking was gen- 
erally good but some riders com- 
plained that the first (warning) arrows 
were placed too close to the actual 
tumand they were overshooting the turns. 
But it seemed consistent, which is 
important because the riders could 
adjust their riding to the placement 
of the arrows. Dust wasa factor limit- 
ing arrow visibility. 

The UEA did something a little 
different than seen in most D-37 
enduros — they let the C riders go 
both loops instead of the usual one 
loop. Wayne Embry (Hus) led all the 
Criders with 10 points lost to take the 
C Open class honors. 

The first loop started at Charlie’s 
Place, crossed Trona Road and made 
a loop in the Radamacher area be- 
tween Trona Road and Highway 

` 395. A fun special test about 20 miles 
out had most of the good riders really 
hustling to make it on their minute 
— only 10 riders or so succeeded.

check at the end of the section with 10 
seconds to spare before he dropped 
another point. 

Minis, Beginners and Women C 
riders only rode the first loop. Yamaha 
rider Kathy Labrum won overall one- 
loop honors, all decked out in pink 
leathers. (Husband Jack had a good 
day also, winning the B Vet class, 
pushing his Yamaha to an excellent 
score of just five points lost for two 
loops.) Lori Bortree (Yam) took 
second overall, first Mini. 

The second loop started in the 
same place as the first loop and used 
the same trail for two miles, where it 
then split off into the before-men- 
tioned moon rock area. From there 
the course wandered through the 
Spangler Hills before heading across 
the big valley towards the Summit 
Hills. The speed average was a mod- 
est 24 mph and it looked like flat, 
boring terrain all the way across the 
valley. Naturally, bored riders fig- 
ured they couldn’t hide a check here 
so they tended to ride ahead of sched- 
ule a bit. 

Mistake. All of asudden the ground 
dropped away into an unseen gully 
where a sneaky check awaited the 
unsuspecting riders. The checkers 
counted 45 riders who burned (arrived 
earlier) the check. Many who man- 
aged to scrub off enough speed to zero 
the check still lost a lot of seconds as, 
naturally, it was a tiebreaker. Ken 
Lewis Jr., check captain, reported 
that another 50 or so riders had scores 
of just a couple of seconds into their 
minute. More than one rider slid into 
the check uttering somewhat foul 
language as they knew they had been 
had. It was one of the better check 
placements seen in a long time. 

The winner of the 200 A class really 
earned his win. Donnie Simone crash- 
ed his KDX200 Kawasaki while play- 
riding Saturday, hard enough to have 
to be picked up by IRRC. Simone’s 
brand new Moto 4 helmet carried tire 
tracks from the crash. Then, just 10

odometer broke and he was riding

Palenske wins FRA 
Shootout Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, APR. 28 
Honda-mounted Grant Palen- 
ske scored the overall win at 
this year’s Family Racing Asso- 
ciation Shootout Enduro. The 
LeBard and Underwood-sponsored 
Palenske was only one of two riders 
to score in the 1.0-range even though 
he was riding an older 1984-model 
CR250R. Palenske’s final score of 
1.97 barely beat out second place 
Scott Sampson (Hon), who got a 
1.110. The Shootout was also a team 
challenge event, and the team from 
Granada Yamaha took the top honors. 
Randy Pretzer put together a fine 
enduro team, and with their six riders 
individual scores and team score from 
the special test, they squeaked by the 
Answer Products team. Each win- 
ning team member received a pair of 
Scott goggles and grips, a case of 
Duralube oil, team trophies and team 
pictures. 

Two miles down Trona Road was 
the pit area and the beginning of 
loop one. The 33-mile-long loop 
began at a hot 24 mph through hills 
and washes into checkpoint one. Then 
came a one-mile reset that baffled 
everyone. Theactual traveled mileage 
was 2.2, but with the reset the odome- 
ter readings were 3.2, right into check- 
point two. Circling around the High- 
way 395 — Trona road area — the loop 
ended with a tight 30 mph test into 
the last and final check, a tie-breaker. 
Beginner rider Jamie Riker (Yam) 
was the overall winner on loop one 
with a score of 1.48. Just seconds off 
Riker’s pace was Pat Vodrey (Kaw), 
Jeff Olsen (Kaw), Stephen Binder 
(Kaw); fifth overall went to Jon Bruno 


. (Hon). Mary Barnett (Yam) was the 


top Women’s class finisher, and 
Glenda Jackson (Hon) was second. 
Loop two finished up the 70-mile 
event. The course crossed Trona Road 
and headed down Pipeline Road. 
Into the sandhills at 36 mph, and the 
riders really had to be on the gas to 
reach the check-in at 1.8 miles where 
the special test began. It was a long 
special test — 4.8 miles — and only 
two riders scored in the 1.0-range: 





Palenske and Sampson. After a long 
reset, the course scurried through 
some tight sandwashes into check- 
point three, then sent riders toward 
the finish. As the course led back to 
the pit area, riders were relieved that 
the event was over. Not so — the 
course changed direction back into 
the hills where a sneaky check laid in 
wait. Answer Products’ Sampson fell 
in this section and thought he possi- 
bly dislocated his shoulder, but it was 
diagnosed as bruised. Sampson went 
on to zero the check. There was a 
final stretch of ridge running, and 
the course ended. 

As one of the leading members of 
the Checkpoint Enduro Team, Palen- 
ske topped all two-loop competitors. 
Only 13 seconds off the blistering 
pace set by Palenske was Sampson. 
Tony Casaga (Yam) pushed Samp- 
son for second with a score of 2.123. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Mark 


-Cook (KTM), Robb Mesecher (Hon), 


Jim Bollingmo(Yam), John E. Jacob- 
sen (Kaw), Randy Kemp (Hon), Jerry 
Russel (Yam) and Heath Hibbard 
(Yam). 

The team special test was sort of a 
short-course motocross section that 
took place adjacent to the pit area: 
Team riders had to park their bikes 
backwards under the giant FRA 
banner, run about 50 feet uphill to 
the bikes, turn the bikes around and 
then blast off to the motocross test. 
When the sixth rider of each team 
passed the finish line atop a small 
mountain, the time was registered. 
This time, combined with the enduro 
score of the best six times per team, 
was the winner.

Robert Sandy (Hon) came from 
behind to take the 250cc Be- 
ginner overall win ahead of a 
super-stylish Merlyn Frank at 
opening night of motocross racing 
by the Continental Motosport Club 
(CMC) at Baylands Raceway. Gary 
Fargo looked like the rider to sweep 
the 250cc Pro class after winning the 
first moto, but heavy traffic in the 
second go-round cost him the over- 








all; Tony Richards claimed the top 
spot, with Fargo finishing second 
overall. 5 

Twenty-five riders lined up for the 
first 250cc Beginner moto; when the 
starting gate dropped, the frantic 
rush to the first.corner was awesome. 
Most assertive rider in the pack was 
Frank (Hon) whooutclassed the field. 
Toward the end of the moto Frank 
styled off the front stretch jump, then 
gave a high-fisted salute off the final 
jump before the checkers. 

In the second moto Frank did not 
get such a good start and found him- 
self running in about eighth. There 
were no more style shows, but he did 
work up toa third at the finish, catch- 
ing the checkers behind Yamaha- 
mounted Richard Stanco and Honda- 
mounted Sandy. Sandy claimed the 
overall; Stanco was third.

In the 250cc Pro class Fargo stuffed 
his Suzuki into the first corner with 
riders all around him. His biggest 
threat was Jerry Cabral (Suz). But late 
in the moto, Cabral fell and lost 
about 10 positions. Honda rider Sam 
Nava then worked his way into second 
spot behidn Fargo, just barely ahead 
of Richards (Kaw). 

In the second moto, Fargo got 
mired in mid-pack and couldn’t get 
away to challenge the leaders. Nava’s 
bad luck returned and he crashed 
hard, remounted and struggled to 
gain fourth overall for the evening. 
Richards hung onto second place, 
thereby gaining the top spot for the 
night. Fargo was second overall; 
Howie Ross (Suz) was third.

Zitterkopf zaps

Mid-Cities Honda rider Greg 
Zitterkopf took homea healthy 
share of the $1000 Pro purse by 
winning the 250cc Pro class at 


the opening round of the California 
Racing Club’s O’Neal/Scott/PJ1- 
sponsored Dunestown Series at De- 





Anza Cycle Park. Zitterkopf{ spent 
both motos battling with Yamaha 
support rider Scott Manning as the 
two riders stuck together throughout 
the day. 

Manning led Zitterkopf at the start 
of the first moto with Ti Swartz (Gear/ 
Race Tech Yam), AXO’s Ken Zahrt 
and Chris Heinrich (Kaw) following. 
Zitterkopf got by Manning on the 
first lap as they quickly pulled away 
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from Zahrt who had passed Swartz. + 


Manning retaliated on the following 
lap, and Heinrich displaced Swartz 
to fifth. Manning stayed in front for 
the next few laps, but at the halfway 
point Zitterkopf found his way back 
into the lead. Heinrich was way back 
in third, but ahead of Swartz who had 
Zahrt on his tail. Zitterkopf’s lead 
only lasted a little over a lap before 
Manning stuffed him in a turn to 
take over first. This would be the last 
time the lead changed, for although 
Zitterkopf stayed close he couldn’ t re- 
pass Manning before the finish. Hein- 
rich maintained third ahead of Swartz 
and Zahrt. 

The start of moto two was nearly a 
repeat of the first round — Manning 
led Zitterkopf while Swartz moved by 
Todd Gibboney (Yamaha of Red- 
lands) to take over the third position. 
Manning, with Zitterkopf in his 
tracks, quickly left. Swartz alone in 
third. Heinrich got off to a rather 
poor start, but was making up posi- 
tions quickly until he crashed at the 
bottom of the big downhill trying to 
pass Mike Baker (MS Racing Yam) 
for fourth. Out front, Manning was 
being hounded by Zitterkopf, and on 
lap 10 the Honda pilot finally found 
a way into the lead. Zitterkopf was 
able to gain some ground on the next 
go-around as Manning got stuck in 
lapped traffic. But once he got by the 
lappers, Manning closed the gap and 
was knocking at Zitterkopf’s door as 
they headed into the final lap. The 
race looked as if it would go down to 
the wire, but as they approached the 
finish line, Zitterkopf got a break 
when Manning’s Yamaha quit at the 
top of the downhill. Manning coasted 
down then pushed the final 25 yards 
to take second ahead of Swartz. The 
day wasn’t a total loss for Manning,

Crevier

In a last-lap dive for glory, 
Canadian rider Steve Crevier 
took his Yamaha FZ750 to the 
Can-Am 750cc Production class 
win over fellow Canadian: Gary 
Goodfellow in the opening round of 
the Washington Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association (WMRRA)/Can- 
Am Challenge Series at Seattle Inter- 
national Raceway.

Ex-flattracker Stephen Sipes took 
his Brothers Honda 1000 Interceptor 
to an impressive third place after 
completing a last lap pass on Steve 
Haug’s TZ750. After an initial lead 
by Mike Kenyon, Randy Skiver ran 





off with the overall and club win, but 
Dale Zlock (Zlock Racing Suz), and 
Kawasaki Z-l-mounted John Brady 
took the first and second Can-Am 
points. 

As usual in a Can-Am event, the 
600cc Cafe class was huge. Steve Little- 
john’s Ninja led lap one of the 10-lap 
final. Lee Cochran (NESRA/Gregg’s 
Greenlake Yam abbed. the lead 
next time around, ad it again in 
turn 10 on the fourth lap when Little- 
john’s Ninja took the lead for good. 
Littlejohn ran only for WMRRA 
club points in this combined race, 
besting Doug Renfrow’s Motorcycle 
Works-backed Suzuki, and Eric Ginn 
(Duc). Ninja-mounted Bruce Behal 
beat-out fellow Ninja pilot Mike 
Sievers for second spot behind Coch- 
ran, who took the Can-Am class win. 
Scott Moon garnered fourth on the 
Henschell/NESRA/Metzeler Inter- 
ceptor, and Renfrow earned fifth place 
Can-Am points over Vancouver Suzu- 
ki’s Perrie Turner.

Valve FZ750 Yamahas of Steve Crev- 
ier and Marvin Braun in 750cc Pro- 
duction. Crevier and Braun stayed 
pretty close to Goodfellow during the 
morning four lap qualifying heat, 
but were held to second and third, 
respectively. 
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Gary Goodfellow went from the : 


pole to the lead for the first nine laps 
of the final, consigning Crevier and 
Braun to second and third. In only 
four laps, Gene Brown worked his 
RZ500 from 13th to fourth position, 
where he eventually finished. Bruce 
Cherwonka and Interceptor pilot 
Shawn Smoak placed fifth and sixth, 
respectively.

Molder, Stork, 
Berry big winners 
at BRA MX —

The Borderline Racing Asso- 
ciation put on their second 
race of the year at Spearfish 
Raceway. Three riders split the 
majority of the Pro money in the 
125cc, 250cc and 500cc classes. Dave 
Molder, aboard a Yamaha from Cross- 
Cut Yamaha, took the overall win in 
the Open Pros, while Billy Stork put 
his Rice Cycles/Budweiser-backed, 
Rex Conrad-prepared Honda CR into 
the winner’s circle in the 250s. Kawa- 
saki-mounted Lee Vern Berry swept 
the 125cc Pros. 

Berry took command of the 125cc 
Pro action immediately as he hole- 
shot moto number one and never left 
the position. Mike Friend and Billy 
Stork put on a serious dice for the 
runnerup slot, with Friend grabbing 
second from Stork in the early.laps, 
only to have Stork come back in the 
last half of the moto and take back 
control. Stace Waugh cruised all alone 
in fourth. The top three was Berry, 
Stork and Friend. 

Round two saw Berry again blast 
out into the lead, with Friend and 
Stork in tow. Friend lost control in 
the tight whoops trying to blast by 
Berry, and paid heavily for the atempt. 
This left Berry with a pretty good 
lead, while stork tried to reel him in 
from behind. Berry raced in with the 
moto and overall win, Stork picked 
up second, and again Waugh rolled 
in all alone behind him. 

Stork and Berry took their show 
into the 250cc Pro round, this time 
with Molder to add another dimen- 
sion to the dicing. Stork took the 
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early lead in the first moto as Molder 
and Berry followed closely. The trio 
were turning consistently close lap- 
times until the fourth lap, when 
Molder misjudged a double-jump, 
flipped over the second and landed 
on his head. Berry now had com- 
mand of the runnerup slot, while 
Waugh, Greg Hyde and Tony Ulrich 
trailed. The checkers flew with the 
top five still in this order; Molder was 
unable to finish. 

Round two saw Molder again be- 
hind Stork, with Berry in third; once 
again Stork proved to be unstopp- 
able. As he did most all of last year, 
Stock motored off with an uncon- 
tested victory in the moto for overall, 
this time with Molder making the 
doubles each time and finishing 
second. Berry picked up third. 

At the start of the first Open Pro 
moto, Dave Molder was still dizzy 
after his crash in the 250cc Pro class. 
Molder didn’t show any signs of 
slowing up, however, and took the 
early lead ahead of Curt Hyde, Perry 
Bicek and Lynn Hyde. Molder rode a 
strong race from start to finish, but 
without any of his usual flash off the 
jumps. Behind, Bicek put in a very 
strong ride in second, the only other 
rider to keep Molder in sight. Well 
behind, Lynn Hyde crashed himself 
into the back of the pack, while Curt 
Hyde, his brother whoalso went down, 
charged from the back to catch Ulrich 
in the final two laps and grab third. 

Round twosaw Molder back to his 
old form, as he took the lead from the 
start and motored away. Hyde and 
Bicek had a moto-long duel for the 
runnerup spot, but this time neither 
rider could keep behind Molder’s rear 
wheel as he ran away to play. Hyde 
proved to be a good match for Bicek, 
and lasted the whole moto without 
faultering, to take second in the moto 
and second overall behind Molder;

He then 
hit lappers mid-way during each out- 
ingand easily beat Intermediates Ryan 
Holm (Yam) and Kevin Hopson 
(Kaw). 

Washington’s Bruce Barnes (Hon) 
made a killing i the 125cc and 250cc 
Intermediate classes. In the 125cc 
portion, it was Barnes banzaiing into 
untouchable leads over Mike Bell 
(Hon), who was to be Barnes’ closest 
competiton both times out. Bell blew 
a second moto lead, letting Barnes 
past for a 1-1 romp of the class. 
SteveBye (Kaw) then nabbed Bell and 
took a 4-2 for third overall, behind 
Bell’s 2-3. 

Barnes then went to 1-1 rides in 
both 250cc Intermediate outings. 
Chris Leach (Hus) scored 1-1 for 
second overall, and Mike Holbrook 
(Hus) went 3-3 for third. 

Pro class action saw Anderson 
jumping into the lead in the 125cc 
Pro first moto on his Moto-X Fox 
Yamaha, followed by Malcolm Smith- 
sponsored Tim Michlitsch (Yam). 
The duo rode at a very fast pace to 
separate themselves from the field after 
shaking off Mike Crowell (Hon). 
Grayson Hart (KTM) picked his way 
through traffic to nab third at the flag 
behind Anderson and Michlitsch. 

Hart put his Sun Products-backed 
KTM into the lead in the second 
moto with Crowell, Anderson, Jere 
Meeker (Cag) and Michlitsch in tow. 
Michlitsch got off to a bad start, but 
was quick to move to third and make 
theorder of Hart, Anderson and Mich- 

_litsch. Hart did a marvelous job of 
holding off Anderson until the duo 
hit lappers which gave Anderson the 
opening he was looking ‘for to take a 
1-1 tally, beating Hart's 3-2 and Mich- 
litsch’s 2-3. 

Tyler took the lead on the opening 
lap of the 250cc Pro first moto and 
fled Anderson, which set up one of 
the day’s best battles between two of 
the northwest’s fastest riders.

Harry Everts (Puc) scored wins in 
both motos of the Polish 250cc GP 
MX, and moved into second place in 
the point standings, behind leader 
Willi Bauer (Suz): Bauer didn’t score 
in the first moto, but rallied to take 
second place in the final moto. Jim 
Pomeroy (Bul) failed to score points. 


T.C. Christenson won the top fuel 
honors at the second running of the 
AMDRA/NHRA Sunshine Nation- 
als at Lakeland International Race- 
way in Memphis, Tennessee. Chris- 
tenson took his double-engine Norton 
to the end of the strip in 8.66 seconds 
at 165 mph to beat runner-up Russ 
Collins, who turned in a 8.68 at 155 
mph aboard his triple-engine Honda. 
Terry Vance claimed his fifth con- 
secutive win in the Top Gas class, 
riding the R.C. Engineering double- 
engine Honda to a best run of 8.96 
seconds — just .03 off his national 
record for the class. 


Works Yamaha rider Hideo Kanaya 
claimed wins in both the 350cc and 
500cc events in the Austrian round of 
the road racing World Champion- 
ships. Giacomo Agostini suffered 
seized engines in both events, while 
Johnny Cecotto was the victim of a 
crash in the 350cc race. Gary Scott, 
riding the new Harley-Davidson 500cc 
four-cylinder, crashed in the opening 
of the 500cc event, and was unhurt. 


Carl Cranke led his Penton West 
teammates, Dan Young and Mark 
Adent, to the ‘overall victory at the 
fourth annual Bad Rock Two Days 
Trial. Cranke also took the overall 
individual honors ahead of a field of 
160 ISDT hopefuls, including AMA 
National Enduro Champion Dick 
Burleson and two-time Grand 
National Number One, Dick Mann. 


An impression test of the new Suzuki 
TS400 Apache asked the question: 
“What do you do with a 300 pound 
dirt bike?” The ho-hum performance 
and handling of this heavyweight 
was summed up with “. .. even if it 
won't duck and weave quickly on a
